German Effort to Drive Back Allies Fruit- 
less, But Kaiser's Men Force 
i^ussian Retreat. 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The British army, to which has 
b e ^ assigned the task of leading the 
present attack on the western battle 
front, is still attempting to push 
forward and thus far German efforts 
to drive it back apparently have 
failed. 


Today's official report from Berlia 
sa3rs that an effort to 
recapture 
Neuve Chapelle made progress for a 
time, but was abandoned later when 
the 
Germans encountered 
superior 
forces of British. 
The correspondent 
of Paris newspaper telegraphs that 
the British artillery fire was so ac- 
curate that the Germans moved theii 
headquarters from Lille. 


Spasmodic fighting was in 
pro- 
gress yesterday in Champaigne ano 
the 
Vosges 
but 
apparently 
the 
French army is leaving the initiative 
to the British as no serious engage- 
ments were in progress except in the 
vicinity of Neuve Charlie. 


The German war office states that 
the new attack in northern Poland 
has thus far been successful and that 
the Russians have been compelled to 
fall back beyond the Bobr river.

FORCE RUSSIAN RETREAT. 


German Operations in East Successful 
Declares Berlin. 


Paris, March 13,—The official,comntit- 
pic^tion issued this afternoon by the 
French war department says: 
"In the 
bend of the Yser the Belgian army has 
ionsolidated and increased the results 
obtained by it on Thursday, 


"The BritisL troops continue to pro- 
IfreBs. They crossed the brook of Layes, 
which runs parallel to the road •^'hicli 
runs from Neuve Chapelle. At the end 
of the day they reached a road known as 
the 'Highway to Hell,' which runs from 
the northwest to the southeast toward 
Aubers and

BIGGER BATTLES COMING. 


Operations Both East and West Shaping 
for Important Clashes. 


London, March 13,—^In the east the 
battle of Przasnysz, now in its opening 
stages, and in the " west the operations 
around La Bassee, where the Germans 
are massing troops in an endeavor to re- 
gain the ground recently taken by Brit- 
ish and Indian contingents, are expected 
to develop into events of military im- 
portance during the coming week. 


The allied fleet meantime is continu- 
ing its eflforts to force the straits of the 
Dardanelles, the bombardment 
having 
been renewed Wednesday and Thursday.

BUT GOES BACK TO 


PRISON IN TOMBS 


Arguments on Return to 
New Hampshire to Be 
Heard on Monday.

13.—Harry 
K. 
Thaw was acquitted today of conspiracy 
in escaping from the Matteawan asylum 
August 17, 1913, the charge upon which 
he was brought back to New York from 
New 
Hampshire. 
Roger. Thompson. 
Richard J. Butler, Eugene Duffy and 
Thomas Flood, the four men who assist- 
ed him in his spectacular flight by auto- 
mobile from Matteawan to Canada, like- 
wise were acquitted. 


Tlie jury that acquitted Thaw had la- 
bored all night and .until 12:20 o'clock 
this afternoon in an effort to- reach a 
verdict. As soon as the verdict was an- 
nounced Thaw wag given into the cus- 
tody of Sheriff 
Grifenhagen 
of New 
York county. 


The four 
co-defendants 
were dis- 
charged. 


A motion to have Thaw committed to 
Matteawan asylum as an insane person 
was made by Deputy Attorney General 
Cook immediately aSt^ the jury had 
rendered its verdict. 
This motion was 
combatted by Thaw'g counsel, who an- 
noimced that inasmuch aa Thaw was 
brought here on the conspiracy charge 
and found not guilty, he should be re- 
turned to the state of New Hampshire 
M'a.sane man. 


Formal motion that be be BO returned 
was then made by Thaw's lawyers.. Jus- 
tice Page announced that he would hear 
argumehts on this mption next Monday 
afternoon. In the mmntime Thaw was 
remanded to the Tombs.

FOUR ILEO WHEI 


Seven Seriously Injured and 
Others Missing in Brook- 
13m Accident. 


New York, March 13^The explosion 
of a large oil tank adjoining the Lona 
Island railroad freight yard in the east 
New York section of Brooklyn, shortly 
after noon today, killed four boys and 
serioiiisly injured seven other persons. 
Four men employes of the Crew Levick 
company, which owned the tank, were 
reported missing. 


The tank was partly undergroimd ftnd 
was said to have contained 11,000 gal- 
lons of oil. 
The explosion shattered 
windows for a radius of several blocks. 
The four boys killed were playing near- 
by and met instant death.

jured were passersby in the street, 


•The oil in the tank is believed.to have 
been ignited by sparks from a freight 
engine in the railroad yards.

WAS BODY GUARD ID 


PRESH u n i i 


Col. W. H. Crook, Disburs- 
ing Officer at the White 
House, Dies. 


Washington, March 13.—Col. W. fl. 
Crook, disbursing officer of the white 
hoTise, who 
was 
President 
Lincoln's 
body guard and who has been intimately 
acquainted with every president since 
1860, died today at his home here. He 
has been sick with pneumonia more than 
a week. 


President Wilson expressed deep re- 
gret when 
informed of Col. 
Crook's 
death. 
Last January the colonel cele- 
brated his 50th anniversary as an at- 
tache of the white house. 
Col. Crook 
is survived by his mother, ^Mrs. Marv 
Grarton, who 96 years old. 


He was taken from the Washington 
police force in 
1865 and 
appointed 
President Lincoln's body guard. 
Prior 
to this.he had served in the Union army. 
He accompanied Lincoln on many of 
his walks and drives, and it was his 
duty to watch over the president dur- 
ing public receptions. 


Col. Crook told often of how, on th-; 
afternoon before loncoln's assassination, 
the president had come to him in con- 
fidence and said that on three successive 
nights he had had dreams which fore- 
told his murder. 
Crook thereupon beg- 
ged the president not to 
go to 
the 
theater that evening, as planned. 
Lin- 
coln insisted, and furthermore would not 
hear of Crook accompanying him. 
He 
ordered Crook to go home and rest. 
As 
they parted, Lincoln failed to say "Good 
night," the only time he ever failed to 
say it, said Crook. 


Col. Crook also always 
maintained 
that the substitute guard that night be- 
came interested in the play and left his 
post of duty, and that if he himself bad 
been present Booth would never have en- 
tered the theater-box to shoot Lincoln.

But Washington Hopes Za- 
pata Forces Will Main- 
tain Order. 


Washington, March IB^Anxiety for 
the safety of Americans in Mexico City 
continued evident, although officials ex- 
pressed the hope that the Zapata forc^ 
who now occupy the city, would main- 
tain order. 
Rapid-fire evacuation and 
occupation of the capital has brought 
such a chaotic condition of affairs, how- 
ever, that some officials and diplomats 
beeliove no foreigners' lives are safe.

Cincinnati, March 
18.—^The 
UnHed 
States circuit court of appeals today 
reversed the lower court in the caeè of 
the government against John 8. PaMer- 
son, president, and 26 other offioiale" or 
former officials of the National Oseh 
Register company, of Dayton, Ohio» and 
remanded it. back to the district conrt 
for a new trial. Mr. Patterson and bis 
associates were found guilty of .idolai- 
ing the Sherman 
anti-trust 
law and 
sentenced to serve prison terms. and 
fined. 


The upper court baaed its aclioii wp- 
on its finding that the first count of th« 
indictment which charged the defend- 
ants with being guilty of conspiraoj to 
restrain trade in violation of the .Sher- 
man act had not been proved by the 
evidence amd that the second and third 
were defective and should never have 
been permitted to enter into the tdal of 
the case in ihe lower court. 


Where Government Failed.

in tlw negotiations for peace w^ith Japan 
in 1905. fife : afterwards ^vas made, a 
count' and appointed president of the 
new ministry, but retired in 1906 and 
held no imjioT'tant post after that time. 


Count Witte was taken sick a week 
iyfo. , 


Count Witte was regarded,^in some 
rêSpee^S^ áis-one of the most rèniarkable 
men his country .had produced, bu.t his 
Veputation wa» even greater abroad than 
Rt Ttonté. Throughout his career, during 
which he accomplished much for Russia, 
he had máliy and powerful enemies al- 
though his great ability and remarkable 
rapacity for work nçrer was questioned, 
Regardless of his work as a statesman 
hia chief fame in Russia rests upon his 
dwétepment of 
manufacturing indus- 
trîet,- thé expansion of railroads and the 
pïtcittg of the monetary system upon a 
goM basis. 
Although always a sup- 
port«- of the monarchy, he recognized 
thé' fiówér of the people and had démo- 
cratie tendencies. 


AîeSander appointed him minister of 
TitilroAdS^ aiid com.mimications in 1882 
"'and i<J<ln afterwards minister of finance. 
' Tfc'wîwr then that he began to develop 
hfi great scheme for the crcation of 
- home manufactures and the wide exten- 
,610«'of Russia's railroad system which 
eveifttrally took the Siberian road to 
thé Pacific. 
minister of finance in 
lâÔS hé reached the height of his power. 


Sis policy in regard to 
Jlanchuria: 
W'hidh he desired to develop only from 
a éóttütíércial and not from a political 
riéwpoint, resulted in powerful intrigues 
Bg'áiást him which resulted iii his re- 
moval in 1903 as mini^^ of finance. He 
went, for a time to Paris, but returned 
to Pétrograd. when the Russo-Japanese 
war wa& in full swing. He neither of- 
féréd nor %vas asked for advice ih re- 
gard! .to thé conduct of the struggle, but 
trien Theodore Roosevelt, then president 
of. the tJnited States, prevailed upon the 
emperor to consider terms of peace the 
tide ; turned and practically the entire 
nation united in demanding the selection 
of Witte a/fi plenipotentiary.

Portémouth conference he succeeded in 
gftininjf terms under which Russia was 
not obliged to pay a cash indemnity to 
Jftpan. This was considered a remark- 
vbl« aiâiîçTement and Witte again be- 
îame a hero in his o'mi country.

tmperor rewarded him for his services 


Appointing him a count. 


Xi waft at this time that the Russian 
people began clamoring harder than ever 
for a «hare in the government. 'When 
the imperial manifesto was issued which 
grAüteá some of the demands, Witte be- 
•cMHè preinier in Russia's first real o^b- 
inefc on October 31, 1905. His appoint- 
Ttíénb ai president of the council of min- 
isters VIM annoimced a week later. The 
nudfber of enemies of the premier stead- 
ily inéreased and the demand for his re- 
ltu»yi,l gained strength. Dissatisfied with 
" hit treateiént at the hands of the em- 
peror »ltd feeling that it was beyond his 
ncwrer to 
r e s ^ e 
tranquility, 
Coimt 
Witte tendered his resignation as pre- 
mier on December 7, 1905, but it 
not accepted and íie was ordered to re- 
tain his oMce until he was relieved. OM- 
• cial annotincement that his resignation 
had ieen accepted waa made, however, 
on Màl^ 3, 1906, and his retirement from 
pttVUe lifé became complete.

from the French ministry of marine

The statement refers to an at- 
tack on batteries commanding the bay 
of Matoro, at the ejitrahce to the Dar- 
danelles, and to mine sweeping opera- 
tions in the first mine field. 


Previous official reports gave the im- 
pression that the forts at tîi» entrance 
of the ^straits had been badly damâged,

New York, March 13.—Crews of four 
ships sunk by the Print Eitel Friedrich 
here today waiting for transportation 
to France, agreed that while the Ger- 
mans had not treated them badly, the

aboard the 
German converted cruiser 
might have been better.

signed a written statement .which said: 


"The ofi^cera and crews of the cap- 
tured vessels were not treated harshly, 
W t h ^ have not been shown auy con- 
sideration on the part of. the Germans. 
The food was. detestable and insufil- 
cient. The supply of water was short 
and salty. The healthy were compelled 
to live with the sick in a close, ill-ven- 
tilated hold. 
This treatment far pris- 
oners of war, perhaps, but it is not 
'royal.' 


"In the tropics we were kept below 
and refused fresh air and water and all 
the hatches 
except

were kept 
closed. In the northern latitudes every- 
thing was thrown open, and as we had 
no stoves, we neariy froze to death."

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A Jolt for the Betting 
Ttrust. 


It is becoming increasingly evident tliat the Indiana 
legislature did a magnificent job when it refused to enact 
the proposed race-gambling bill into law, which would 
have legalized betting and sanctioned the pair-mutuel 
Bystem. Similar bills were introduced in the legislatures 
;of Widely-scattered states from Indiana to California, 
: tind they are so nearly identical as to bear evidence of the 
Drgânization of a syndicate to operate a country-wide 
betting trust. 


The proposed state control of the game through ra^ 
iûg commissioners should deceive nobody, for the racing 
coáóinission was never designed to operate the game. 
The race-betting game is inevitably and always bad in 
whâtver place and under whatever form. 
Where does 
thé money come fromi From the pockets of thè wage- 
eafñér in 75 per cent, of the cases, for experience has 
proved it over and over. A trail of suicide marks the 
:íOürse of the stop-watch man wherever he goes and the 
sorrowing widows and orphans beár testimony agahist 
him. The people pay the expense account—albof it—not 
alone the 5 per cent, which is the purchase' price of the

The bureau of forestry is responsible 
for a disputed bulletin, "Forest planting 
in the Eastern United States," that re 
fleeted eeriouslj on thé prt^eas of In 
diana. 
The author, O. R. Tillotson, as- 
serted that "in Indiana alono some 6,- 
000,000 acres are unproductive." 
This 
is vague, but whatever it means it is 
probably not literally true, for if true 
then more than one-fourth the entire 
area of the state is lying falloAV. Vari- 
ous Indianians who have 
taken 
the 
trouble to write to Senator Kern be- 
lieve that ISIr. Tillotson spoke without 
knowledge, and the bureau has stop- 
ped the distribution of the bulletin 'ui- 
til Mr. Tillotson's source of information 
can be investigated. 


To say that one-fourth of Indiana is 
Tuiproductive is a shock to the fanners 
and the orchardists. 
Indiana certainly 
is no world leader in Intensive produc- 
tion. 
But Indiana is not exceptional. 
l^Iassachusetts has a forestry associa- 
tion—^just as Indiana 
has—and 
this 
body is urging reforestation wherever 
feasible. 
No forester recommcnds the 
application of forestry 
to 
high-giade 
agricultural land, but in Massachusetts, 
and in Indiana, there are Vast 
areas 
which are not suited for the production 
of grain or fruit. 
These lands could 
proiitably be dc^voted to the gi^owing 
of trees. 
Perhaps the greatest obstacle 
the forester experiences is that trees 
require years to return ah income; yet 
a deferred return is better than none 
at all. 


Fanners and fruit growers in this 
còuiitrj' have much to learn 'vVhen 
it 
comes to making tho soil produce a 
maximum yield. 
If the north advises 
tho soutli to diversify tho crops, the 
Boutìi may retort by reference to land 
which is permitted to go to ^^•aBte. For- 
estry occupies an important part in the 
conservation movement. 
Withotlt trees, 
this country would have been a poor 
place. 
The waste of timber goes on, 
while little or no attention is paid to 
the growth of more. 
The forestry bu- 
reau, and the various state associations, 
are doing what they can to arouse in- 
terest, and their efforts are 
meeting 
with success. 
Thère are hundreds of 
acres, perhaps—^not millions—in Indiana 
suitable for timber production. Tlie de- 
velopment of timber tracta in thesouth-^ 
em hills would be an improvement.

END PIUTE UPRISING, SAY INDIANS. 


Chief Two Guns White Calf addressing the council of Blackfeet Indians that gathered at the world's fair in 
San Francisco to protest against Uncle Sam's method of suppressing the Piute uprising.

"Look, my brothers, yonder by the 
rising Sim our bretlircii the Piutes are 
at war. 
It is not 
Avell. 
Tlicy 
have 
broken the law that is written in books 
and thus have angered the Great \\Tiite 
Father. 
And now the 
Great •V^^ute 
Father hvingers for Piute blood." 


Chief Two Guns ^^^litc Calf, famous 
Blackfeeti orator, paused and swept his 
eye around the small circle of Black- 
feet chiefs who had assembled in pitiful 
council to protest at Uncle Sam's way 
of suppressing the Piute uprising now 
raging in Utah and Colorado. 


In tho group were the greatest tribes- 
men of the Blackfeet—Chief Medicine 
Owl, Chief Many Tail Feathers, Many 
m i t e Horses, Fish AVolf Robe, 
chief 
dancer of the tribe; Cliief Eagle Calf 
and Chief Two Guns ^Vliite Calf, the 
spokesman. 
This remnant of the 
red 
race, magnificent 
specimens of Indian 
manhood, has been brought 
to 
the 
world's fair at San Francisco from the 
resen'-ation in Glacier National 
park 
Montana, that the world may see and 
marvel at the people who lived on this 
continent before the white man came. 
| 


"It is said," continued 
Chief 
T^vo 
Guns ^Vhite Calf, "that tho Piute, Tse- 
Ne-Gat, who stai'ted this Avarfare, is a 
renegrade. 
It is said, even, that the 
blood of a paleface is upon his hands. 
It is said, further, that he has run from 
the land of his people and is now amuck 
with a band of his tribesmen in 
the 
white inan's coimtry, slaying with great 
glee and reckless abandon. 
Tliis is not 
well." 


Up spoke Chief Eagle Calf, then, who 
reads from the white man's books and 
knows well the ways of the paleface. 
In the great school at Carlisle he learn- 
ed these things, as well as how to play 
football. 


"My brothers," said Chief Eagle Calf, 
"Tse-N"e-Gat, the renegrade, is but a 
child. 
He does not realize the folly of 
his ways. 
Tse-Ne-Gat is in mischief. 
And, my brothers, because Tse-Ne-Gat 
the renegade who does not understand 
is in mischief many of his people, who 
are our brethren, must die." 


A hush fell over the council. 
Only 
was heard the clack of wampum and 
the rattle of beads as the sway of a 


man caused the swish of a garment, 
Tlicn Eagle Calf went on: 


"It has been a long time since there 
has been trouble amongst the Indians. 
We have been at peace. We have step- 
ped aside and let our white brother take 
our lands. 
We have obeyetl his laws. 
And now, we are fast vanishing from 
the surface of the earth. 
The dawn of 
the great tomorrow is already 
hero 
when there will be no more red men. 
Is it not so? 
Then, my brothers, is it 
not a pity that because of the mistake 
of one Piute who does not understand 
a whole tribe must 
suffer? 
Because 
they, not understanding, rally to 
his 
support the Great Wliite Fatlier sends 
men with guns to kill them. 
It is not 
well." 


iMany Tail Feathers, the sage of the 
tribe, who has seen ninety-two summers 
and who fought the Oieyenne Indians 
in tho early sixties, spoke next, saying: 


"For a long time there have been no 
uprisings amongst our people, therefore 
warfare with the Piutes comes now as 
a novelty. 
To go forth and slaughter 
our kinsmen, their squaws and 
their 
horses is but a passing amusement; it

Its central 
station is on one of the old city land- 
marks, the Galata tower, which rises 
above the tops of the buildings at the 
Pera end of the great bridge across the 
Golden Horn, where all the nationalities 
of the world may be seen in the hurry- 
ing crowds. 


Watchmen are stationed at the top 
of this tower, and on a similar struc- 
ture in iiitamboul, whose duty it is to 
watdi for a blaze. 
Wlien a fire is dis- 
covered a basket is hung out from the 
tower in the proper direction by day 
and a lamp 'by night. 


Visitors to Constantinople almost any 
day will meet in the 
ili-paved, 
hilly 
streets of Pera, or Stamboul, a company 
of men bare-legged and without shirts, 
dad only in short loose, cotton trousers^ 
ambling along carrying a small box on 


two long poles, while others trot chcer- 
ilj'- beside them armed with other poles 
in tha ends of Aviiich are l)ook.s. 
This 
is tlie Constantinople fire department. 


The box contains a few gallons of 
Avater, and with the poles, constitutes 
the entire fire equipment of the city. 
But as no unseemly haste is made 
in 
reaching the fire, no more is necessary 
for the conflagration usually has burned 
itself out before the careful fire-fight- 
ers arrive. 


Tn Constantinople a few years ago I 
visited the blackened ruins of thè Jew- 
ish quarter completely destroyed bj^ fire 
in one night, a fire Avhich render,ed .3,000 
Jews homeless. 
All over the citj' these 
black patches of desolation mutelj' tes- 
tify to the fire-fiend'» power. 


A visit to the famous bazaars of Con- 
stantinople is a rare treat, 
IVIarveloua- 


ly wrought Damascened daggers, 
em- 
broidered silk shawls, lovely fans, jew- 
eled boxes, rich oriental rugs, in fact, 
everything from the sweetmeat "Turk- 
isli Delight," to copper kettles may be 
bought in the dark little shops which 
line each side of the covered streets. 


Here, too, I caught my first glimpse 
of a Turkish "houri" shopping. No Mo- 
hammedan of means permits any of his 
wives ever to walk outside liis harem 
garden, but they are allowed to drive 
out with attendants in closed carriages. 
This lady wore the regulation "Yak- 
mash" but I caught a good view of her 
as she set back in her carriage, • 


The fall of Constantinople may change 
the sad look I saw in her dark eyeS; 
for the war may be the key which will 
unlock the prison dwra of the 
fair 
ones immured in harems.

Not only is Boillet a skillful driv- 
er and a fast one, but he knows the 
roads of France and he knows the 
roads of the German frontier.

A man who knoix^ the roads of 
Franco is necessary for thé com- 
mander of the armies. Boillet ofteU 
has to take his chief over the roáds 
at night and in battle. Joffre has 
been here and there, up and down 
the entire battle line. 
While he 
spends a great deal of timé at his 
headquarters keeping in touch with 
his marshals by telephone, he Ipends 
part of his time on the road travel- 
ing out to see his lieutènants, and 
holding private conversations with 
them. 


There is where his chauffeur be- 
'comes the most valuable nián in the 
world to him. Of the experiences 
that Boillet. h^s gotten into tíirough- 
being chauffeur lor the comqiander 
of the French ftrmles, he #111 say 
nothing. Enough it is to know that 
he is getting the experiences and 
seeing the sights that are denied to 
all oth^r common soldiers.

Joffre picked hit driver; f^r his 


war with Germány. "ii is inevit- 
able," he would say. Other officers 
laughed at him. Jji^ thé timé of thé 
Dreyfus scandal the country waf 
worked up to a high pitch b^pjiuse 
some rascal has sold infoi^tton to 
the Germans. Dreyfus was blamed, 
liáter he was apparently vindicated 
in the court of popular opiiUoq. 


Yet the fact remained that some 
one had sold the information. It was 
a fact which grieved Joffre bitterly.

Joffre became chief of staff of the 
French armies four years ago. He 
had a good army as armies go, but 
he realized the French military ma- 
chine was inferior to the German 
military machine. H^ set about to 
make the army better and jie went 
into details Just | s hci went into 
details to pick a cháufféiir.

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Marathon Runners 
Went In Training 


Before theV 
First Snows Fell 
to Win the 
Races When 
Warm Days Coined 
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Victories on the athletic field are 
Hot won at the finish, neither are 
they won while the public is look- 
Ang on. Twenty 
Marathon runners 
coming, to the mark may all look fit 
when the starter fires his pistol for 
them to be off, but they may be far 
Irom fit and the race will show it be- 
iore the men have gone half the 
course. 


The Marathon race is especially a 
race of long grinding training. When 
the snow began to fall and the cold 
nights came in November and De- 
cember the Marathon champions of 
Ihe country were going into train- 
ing in the gymnasiums and on the 
field. 
All through the short winter 
days they took their daily^ grind on 
the indoor track and later on the 
>^utdoor 
tracks and cross country 
until today they have 
made their 
lungs into a great air sack capable 
of taking in the maximum of oxygen 
and distributing it to the blood rap- 
Idly. The thing that puts the Mara- 
thon runner out of the race before 
\be finish is poison. 


The blood coursing through his 
system is not able to carry fresh 
oxygen to the impoverished cells 
enough and he begins to feel pain. 
First the pain comes to the weaker 
muscles. It is spread through the 
»ystem until the runner is unable 
to fight ott tbf distress longer. As 
«oon as he stops runnng and break- 
ing down his tissues his body re- 
lumes its normal course again and 
Vhe poison is carried away. 


That is the case of course if a 
-man has a strong heart. A man with 
H weak heart has no business in the 
Marathon race and should undergo 
llie examination of a physician be- 
deciding to enter. After he has 
entered he can begin to train for th« 
jMgi4ay when he will get on the 
. fcrftCk before thousands of spectators 
andV start on the 
gruelling finish. 
Tbe day for the final race should be 
^ne of creat joy to the runner.

are some racers who feel distress 
soon after the start. 
That, is be- 
cause the outer cells of the lungs 
are flat. These cells are expanded^ 
by the inrushing air and that hurts. 
It is not the poison of the finish, 
but simply a demand for the use of 
greater 
lung 
power. 
After these 
cells are opened they hurt no more 
and are available for use through 
the rest of the race. 
That is what 
is called getting the second wind. 
Their lungs are so developed that 
none of the cells are ever flat. They 
feel no pain until the poison works 
in their muscles and they have dif- 
ficulty in concluding an event be- 
cause of the poison. 
As they come 
into the finish thej^ feel as though 
they were running up the sides of 
a precipice. 
The light before their 
eyes turns to darkness. 
They feel 
that they are not moving ahead at 
all and they know they are trying 
with all their might. As they strug- 
gle on the only hope that reaches 
them is the consciousness that oth- 
ers are havihg the same struggle 


ATHLETIC TRAINING 
DEMANDS ABNORMAL LIFE. 


The training of the Marathon run- 
ner demandp an abnormal life. Men 
cannot treat their bodies as they 
would under other conditions or in 
other forms of athletics. They do 
more than keep the ordinary rules of 
health. They have to deprive them- 
selves of certain harmless foods be- 
cause those foods do not agree with 
them. 
No trainer can prescribe 
foods for all runners as one runner 
may demand certain foods for bis 
system while other runners demand 
other foods. 


Running is almost strictly an am- 
ature sport. There are many pro- 
fessional runners who have made 
great records, but most of the 
world's records have been made by 
amateurs or by men who were se- 
cretly engaged in professional ath- 
letics, but who bad amateur stand- 
ing at the time of the race. 


Running appeaU particularly to 
the college atblete> It is not a game 
for a man after he has passed the 
thirty year 
mark or a^ most the 
tbirty-five year-mark. The best rec- 
ords in rüniiinf báVe béesj ma^e 
men in ttetr twmtii^ J ^A ii^n eim- 
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not enough interest in the game to 
warrant a man gbing into such ac- 
tivities for a few years. The crowds 
are too small and the performances 
are too few. A professional base- 
ball player can play almost every 
day of the season. A runner runs 
only a. few exhibition races a year. 
The rest of the times be is traming 
for the great event. 


Just now the alt^etes of all the 
colleges and universities are on the 
track and in the e^nasium woirk- 
ing for the big events of the spring 
and summer. Some of these 'have 
fond hopes of winning a place on the 
American Olympic team. That is in- 
deed a great honor but the athletes 
are soon forgotten. 


Who can recall the names of the 
Olympic heroes of 1908, or even 
of 1912? Oh, of course, those who 
are intimately interested in racing 
can recall them, but their names do 
not stick like the names of Ty Cobb, 
Cy Youite or Ed Walsh. They are 
not in the'public eyevoften enough. 
After months of gruelling prepara- 
tion they dash out'into the sun and 
around the track. 
Then: they are 
out of sifht. 


In every college, . university . or

Running and weight throwing are 
the most classic of all racing events. 
The ancient 
Greeks 
engaged- in 
those sports more than 2,000 years 
ago. The. Maratón race takes its 
name from the great Greek runner 
who carried the tidings from the 
field of the Battle of Marathon to 
the capital and brought the news of 
the victory to the Greeks over the 
Persian hordes. 
He dropped dead 
after he had told bis story. The 
track athletes of ancient Greece are 
responsible for the great ádvance in 
sculpture and other arts in Greece. 
At these great Oljrmpio races the 
sculptors and artists bad opportuni- 
ty to itudy the perfectly developed 
physical man. No other country of 
the / ancient world offered such op- 
portunities. 


In Rome men engaged in gladia- 
toriflfl combats and in pugilistic en- 
counters, but the foot raée of Greece 
was a distinctive event Other na- 
tions had foot raises, but none ran 
the races as the Greeks did. In no 
other nation did the ancients go in 
for long, periods of training. 


In ancient Greece tbe women nev- 
er engaged in athletics,, but in -.the ; 
last few years women bay« gone in- 
to the games with xést ' 
' The, era of. athletics ' for~ - women - 
began when the schboi firls ::were 
allowed to engage in the, races. ^la 
recent years girls. weiti allowed ^.to 
eniage in atblet^ at 'tl^e.eit^'s.col-' 


women in the cities. 


At first grown women were slow 
to take hold of sport Now they run, 
swim, play tennis, golf, put the shot, 
throw the hammer, speed in auto- 
mobiles and run the hurdles. In 
fact there are women's athletic rec- 
ords just the same as there are rec- 
ords for men. 


In 1907 Miss Laura Clement of 
Wellesley ran the 100-yard dash in 
131-3 seconds. 
Up to that time 
tbe woman's record bad long been 
beld at Vassar. There are many 
men who could not think of running 
100 yards in that time even after 
long training. 


Dan J. Kelley of Spokane, Wash., 
ran the 100 yards in 9 3-5 seconds 
and is the amateur champion in that 
event Arthur Duffy, formerly was 
amateur champion. It was learned 
later that Duffy bad traveled the 
sumüner before in England and bad 
entered professional races there and 
bad won money at these races. His 
record as an amateur was then de- 
stroyed; Later Kelley ran the dis« 
tantie and equalled Duffy's remark- 
able feat. 


Thé late Ralph Rose,, champion' 
shot putter of the ; world, put the

Many athletes collapsa

race and they are unable to tell'^ 
themselves how nearly spent thej; 
are.

The weight of this car is quite ^ 
light, and particularly because Of 
the fact, that it is distributed. This 
whole chapel equipment can traverse 
any road, and cross any bridge that 
any ordinary touring car can travel 
over. 
The maximum speed of this 
car is thirty miles per hour. 


This car has been assigned to the 
mission field for the present, along

It is a long cry from the old-time 
circuit rider who used to go from 
parish 
to 
parish 
on 
horsebaclc, 
preaching the gospel, to the present 
day motor church on rubber tires, . 
which is pulled by a gasoline en-:- 
gine. 


Several motor chapels have re- 
cently been in service throughout 
the 
country. 
One 
of 
these, St. 
Joseph, has just gone out for its 
fii-st season's tour. 
St. Joseph is 
patterned after St. Peter, the first 
motor chapel to be built. 


The chapel 
part 
proper 
is a 
tàiler, attached to thé chassis in 
front, whicij 
Qs a tractori The 
two 
parts 
are' detachifbje. 
The 
chapel is supported witli a^justa- 
^ble supports in front. 
The chassis 
Is a forty horse-power 
runabout, 
especially coftstructed for this out- 
fit. 
The tirés are made especially 
heavy, but thq car runs as light as a 
touring car. The two -wheels on the 
chapel part are the sanie kind of 
wheels as are on the chassis. 
The 
chapel is constructed very light, al- 
though very istrong, with a view of 
standing long and hard trips. 


. The chassis i.^ supplied with its 
own electric generator, for light, in 
both thé' runabout and the chapel. 
However, for supplying illumination 
during the services at night, the car 
is equipped with three large arc lan- 
terns. Tljése lanterns are supported 
on bracl^ct's pláced in suitable parts 
of the car. 


The inside of jthe car is divided 
into two compartments. 
The rear 
compartment 
is 
the 
sanctuary, 
equipped wtU a neat little alta», 
well supplied with the usual acces- 
sories, such as candle sticks, cruci- 
fixes and flower vases. 
The chalice 
and ciborium are always kept in the 
tabernacle when in transit. It is 
needless to state that the Blessed 
Sacrament is not kept in the taber- 
nacle when the car is in motion. 
The Blessed Sacrament is only kept 
In the tabernacle when a stop is 
made at one pl«c« for wvcral days, 
and arranfem^nts have been made 
for benedictlioii in the éjyeninier.

An awning is carried with the 
equipment, which extends from the 
roof to a distance of twenty feet 
from the sanctuary, and covers an 
area of eighteen feet wide. 
This 
awning ia only used in case of ne- 
cessity. 


The other compartment of the car 
between the rear of the sanctuary 
and the front pari, is used as living 
quarters, 
for two persons. 
This 
compartment is supplied with one 


lower and upper berth, which are 
removed and put away in a locker. 
The sectional table is likewise a 
part of the furnishing of'this com- 
partment. 


In case of necessity, there is in- 
cluded in the equipment a 
small 
cooking outfit, with an alcohol stove, 
all of which occupies a very little 
space. The rest of the locker space 
is used for the bed clothing, cots, 
and for the personal effects of, the 
occupants. 
- 


The floor of the car is only two 
feet high from the ground, and is 
very easily entered by means of the 
little extension step. 
The windows 
in the living quarters are made on 
the order of carriage windows. They 
are made of beveled plate glass, and 


can be let down at will. Little car- 
riage 
curtains are 
provided 
for, 
ready for use, whenever needed. The 
chairs used in the sanctuary and in 
the living quarters are made of steel, 
and can be folded into a very small 
space. 


The color of the car is what is

"This new motor chaper, St. Jos- 
eph, will be under the charge of the 
missionaries of the order of 
the 
'Oblates of Mary Immaculate,' who 
have done such excellent work with 
the motor chapel, St. Joseph, during 
the past year. 


"The experience we had with the 
motor chapel St. Peter along the Rio 
Grande has fully justified the con- 
tinuation of this kind of missionary 
work with the aid of this kind of a 
church on wheels. 


"Many ^vere brought back to the 
church again and many received for 
the first time holy communion on 
the occasion of a visit of the motor 
chapel. 
Marriages have been re- 
validated, children and adults have 
been confirmed and to many th« 
gospel has been preached."

tng to America every year. 
Com- 
missioner General 
of 
Immigration 
Caminetti says in his annual report 
on immigration 
statistics. 
While 
many of these immigrants are of a 
high type many others are a drain 
on the country and Caminetti in- 
directly recommends 
that restric- 
tive measures ought to be taken to 
prevent the smuggling in of unde- 
sirables. 


In the 
last 
few years immense 
hordes of immigrants have come to 
free America jCrom Russia. Many of 
them are igijorant but for the most 
part they are seeking freedom from 
oppression. 
When 
caught 
by the 
right tide and taught how .to be good 
Ainericans 
these 
foreigners: from 
Russia develop into patriotic and in- . 
dustrious citizens. 
They appreciate 
the advantages of American liberty 
and are not slow to ping the praises 
of the land of their adoption. 


On the other hand people from 
the same centers 
of Russia come 
here and become anarchists. 
While 
expecting freedom in America they 
are turned down. 
They find hard- 
ships surrounding them they had 
not 
heard 
of 
in 
Russia. 
They 
thought that by coming to the land 
of the free they would have liberty. 
Much 
of their idea of liberty 
is 
license and when they are restricted 
here they become pronounced an- 
archists. 
They misconstrue lack of 
Interference by the police as lack of 
ability, and they construe interfer- 
ence as something 
similar to the 
Czar's system of oppression. 
They 
are a dangerous sort of immigrants 
and must be controlled. 


Another one of our large sources 
of immigration- is Italy. 
Many of 
the 
Italians come 
here and add 
greatly to our art studios and to our 
music halls. 
The Italians are won- 
derfully musical. 
In America there 
are many 
Italians 
selling bananas 
whose musical ability is far superior 
to many of the highly trained Amer- 
ican singers. 
Italy produced Ruf- 
to and Caruso.

We want the Ruffos 
but do not want the black banders. 


There 
is 
the 
trouble. 
Every 
country in the world is willing t© 
get rid of undesirables while every 
country is anxious to keep the best 
citizens.

It is a recognized fact, however. 
Chat the type of immigrants coming 
to America in recent years is not of 
as high a type as the founders of 
the 
country. 
The 
founders 
of 
America were men coming here for 
the most part seeking religious free- 
dom and freedom from debt and po- 
Iftlcal oppression. They endured 
hardships coming here and 
to be resourceful to live at all. 


The Pilgrim fathers landed on the 
bleak New England shore in De- 
cember.

Caminetti discussed in his report

Concerning - immigra- 
tion from the far East and immigra- 
tion from our insular possessions, 
such as Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, Caminetti says: 


"I believe it is quite gençrally con- 
ceded that 
immigration 
from the 
Far East is detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the United States, not be- 
cause it has heretofore been so ex- 
tensive .in numbers, but because of 
its peculiar effect upon the economic 
conditions and the possibilities of 
an almost unlimited increase in vol- 
ume if left 
unregulated 
and un- 
checked. 
Our 
Oriental 
immigra- 
tion problem, arising more than a 
quarter of a century ago, has never 
been satisfactorily solved; the ex- 
clusion laws 
need 
many 
amend- 
ments, not in purpose, but in pre- 
scribed method. 


"It will be observed that 15,512 
aliens came 
to 
Continental from 
Insular United States during the last 
seven years—10,948 
from Hawaii, 
3,950 from Porto Rico, and 614 from 
the Philippines—and that of these, 
10,740 
landed at San 
Francisco, 
3,910 at New York, and 631 at Se- 
attle." 
Referring to Hawaii, the re- 
port says: 
"The thorough 'Ameri- 
canization 
of 
Hawaii is a matter 
which 
demands 
serious considera- 
tion and careful and prompt action. 
It never 
will 
be accomplished, 
in 
my judgment, under the present in- 
complete, haphazard methods. 
Con- 
ditions should be made such as to 
invite the proper kind of laborers to 
go to Hawaii from our own country 
7 possible, and laws should be en- 
acted that would induce them to re- 
main there as part of a happy and 
contented population; anything less 
than this is not fair to Hawaii or to 
the mainland, especially so much 
of the latter as is nearest to that 
territory. 


"The Philippines are too distant 
to be used with the same facility 
and frequency as Porto Rico and 
Hawaii 
as steppingstones 
to the 
United States, nevertheless the Phil- 
lippines are open to be used (and 
the attempt has already been seri- 
ously made 
so to use 
them) by 
aliens who would be excluded at 
our home ports as likely to become 
public charges to gain the advan- 
tage of being examined at a port 
where, on the assumption that théy 
entered-^s they usually do not—to 
remain in the Philippines, they will 
not be so closely scrutinized or re- 
q»>'red to come up to so high a stand- 
ard as would be the case were they 
applying at a mainland port"

tide of immigration 
temporarily. 
With the killing off of vast num- 
bers of men in E^irope by: thè war 
room will be made for others there 
to take their places, but the terrific 
war taxes: will drive thousands from 
the country and posiibly, will coun- ' 
terbalance the results from loss in 
lives. 
Of course, as long as the .

"The last year bas indicated that 
immigration has apparently reach- 
ed the million mark 
permanently 
and unless some affirmative action 
is taken by the Fédéral Government 
to restrict, or steps are taken by 
European and other nations to re- 
duce the stëady stream of persons 
leaving the various countries of the 
Old World, we need hardly expect 
that the number annually entering 
the United States hereafter will fall 
far below one mill}on."'. 


The gain in immigration for 1914 
was not as great as the gain in 1913.

In 1912 401,S63 came here in 
excess of thòse who left The Bal- 
kan wars and the Italian wars had 
a ioiarked effect on 
immigration.

barred from entry at Ellis Island 
and other pointy of entry because 
of their physical deficiencies. 
At 
the same places 1,274 were debarred 
because they were 
mentally defi- 
cient. 


The United States will not admit 
immigrants who are likely to become 
public charges. For that cause 15,- 
745 persons were barred from entry. 
Every person coming to the United 
States has to show enough wealth 
to enable him to live after getting 
In America. He cannot have a posi- 
tion before coming here, because 
that is contract labor and is express- 
ly forbidden by law. Labor agen- 
cies in America have often employ* 
ed hundreds of Greeks in Greece, 
brought them to America and paid 
their entry fee. 
In America they 
sent them to remote railroad and 
mining camps and manufacturing 
towns and compelled them to work 
at hard labor. That is the reason 
for the abolition of contract labor. 
It is only a form of slavery. It is 
believed that many bootblacks sell 
themselves to long years , of service 
in America so they can get passage 
money advanced to them. They are 
carefully 
schooled before leaving 
home so rtbey will lie to the immi-\ 
gration authorities and thus prevent; 
thenuelves from b^ng deport^.

England, 
however, is very free. 
The varied 
races under English domain make 
it imperative that free laws be en- 
acted. 
Many of the colonies, how- 
ever, enact laws in contrast to Eng- 
land's free laws. 
Canada does not 
allow the free immigration of Hin- 
doos and there has been friction be- 
tween the parent country because 
of the Canadian immigration laws. 


The most recent designation of a 
natural born citizen in England is 
as follows: 


Any person bom within his Majes- 
ty's dominions and allegiance. 


Any person born out of his Majes- 
ty's dominions whose father was a 
British subject at the time of that 
person's birth and either was born 
within his Majesty's allegiance or 
was a person to whom a certificate 
of naturalization had been granted. 


Any person bom on board a Brit- 
ish ship, whether in foreign or ter- 
ritorial .waters or not. 


A child of a British subject is 
held to have been born within his 
Majesty's allegiance, if born in a 
place where his Majesty exercises 
jurisdiction over British subjects by 
treaty, capitulation, 
grant, 
usage, 
sufferance,. or other lawful means. 
But a child bom in a ship of anoth- 
er nation is hot to be deemed a 
British subject merely because the 
ship was in British territorial wa- 
ters at the time. 


Section II. of the new . act gives 
the following qualifications which 
must be'possessed by an alien who 
applies for a certificate of naturali- 
zation: -

Jne back this boy when all the doctors 
said that he must die. "Wlhen they told 
me tbia I was in despair, for only the 
father of an only son knows how I love 
the boy. 
Jesus DeliTered Him From Great Sorrow 
"While I was in this great darkness 
of despair a friend came and told mc 
of Jesus, and described some of 
the 
great wonders he had seen 
Him do. 
When I learned that He was only sev- 
enteen miles away, 
I called for the 
fleetest 
of the nuuiy high-bred horses 
in my atabie, and was soon in the sad- 
dle, galoping with great 
speed 
for 
Cana, in Qalilee, where I found Jesus, 
quietly teaching His disciples, and cried 
out to Him from the anguish of my 
soul: 


"'Sir! 
Come down ere my child die!"

Avhether by intention or accident I knoAV 
not, a lame man struck me in the facc 
Avitii liis crutch, nearly knocking out 
my eyes, and I fell back in such pain 
that for an hour I could only sob and 
groan and pray for death to deliver me 
from my agony. 


"Then through my tears I suddenly 
saAv bending OA-er me a face full 
of 
love 
and 
compassion—and that 
was 
Jesus! 


"In a A'oice more tender than that of 
a mother. He asiced mo if I Avould bo 
made Avell. 
I told Him of my despair 
future value. 
and helplessness, and then as I sobbed 
out the cruel tale of my last disappoint- 
ment, Ho said: 'Rise, take up thy bed 
and Avalk!'

"From the little white spot the dread- 
ful malady 
greAV and deepened imtil I 
Avaa full of leprosy and not only loath- 
ed myself, but Avas all the more shunned 
by others. 
I was covefed Avith putrid, 
evil-smelling sores and my hair began 
to fall, out and tiurn a dirty yellow. 


"I Avas utterly desolate and Avithout 
hope until one day another leper told 
me about Jesus, and still others told of 
great cures. He had Avrought and yet 
others told of how kind and compas- 
sionate He was. 


"One of them from a distance 
had 
seen Him touch a lame man and in- 
stantly make him well. 
Tlien I began 
to long and hope and pray that 
He 
would some day come near me. 
At 
last one day, after many 
disappoint-

me my sight, 


"T didn't knoAv Ávliat He meant and 
shoAved very little interest in the mat- 
ter. 
But presently He made clay and 
put it on my eyes and\then I began 
to think that something was going trt 


happen. 


"Tlien He told me to go to the pool 
of Siloam and wash off the clay. Invent 
and Avashed and received sights" 


"When did you receive sight?" 
"As soon as I . washed." 
"As soon as you did what He told 
you to do?"

Next I see a strong man of large stat- 
ure, of broad shoulders and tall, who 
comes with quick and rinering step, in 
the midst of a troop of happv. noisv 
little children. 
One little felloAV with 
sunnv hair is perched hiarh up on his 
shoulder, two or three others are cling- 
ing to his hand. All the rest are laugh- 
ing and shouting in great glee. 


Let us halt this great giant of a fel- 
loAv and see Avhat answer he Avill make 
to the question. "WTio Avas Jesus?" 


Tlie same glad look A\-e haA'e noted in 
all the others brightens his face at the 
name, and then he says: 


"Wliy, sir, it was Jesus A^'ho drove a 
leffion of devils out of me—deA'ils so 
violent that when they entered Into a 
herd of 2,000 swine that Avere quietly 
feeding nearby, they 
ran 
franticall.v 
doAvn a steep place into the sea, and 
perished in the waters. 


"Before that day I had 
long 
been 
known as a wild-man, of Avhom every- 
body was afraid. 
I made my dAvelling 
among the tombs, and I was so fi.erce 
that no man dared to come my Avay. 


"Sometimes in my torment I would 
become so wild and frenzied, and the 
terrors I created Avere so terrible that 
armed men in great numbers 
would 
hunt me down and overpower me and 
bind me Avith chains and shackles, but 
sooner or later the strongest fetters and 
the safest prison would be imable to 
hold me, and I would escape again to 
the tombs, where I would be more terri- 
ble than ever. 


"In my frenzy I would 
tear 
into 
shreds the clothes they had put on me, 
and these scars you see on my hands 
and face are from Avoimds where the 
devils made me cut myself A v i t h stones, 
and there are others like them all oA'er 
my body. 


"My name was such a dread that it 
A\-as only spoken in whispers and was 
used by foolish mothers to frighten un- 
ruly children. 
Of course, in those evil 
days no child would come near me, bixt 
now you see how they flock and clamber 
over me. 


"WTierever I go noAV'the innocents are 
sure to come trooping after me. I had 
a wife and children of my oAvn, AA'hom 
I had beaten so cruelly that they were 
terror-stricken at sight of me.

MODESTY OF CENTIPEDE 
HIDES GOOD POINTS. 


The modesty of the centipede has 
prevented his good points from be- 
coming known. 
When he is dis- 
covered strolling across a floor he 
races out of sight so rapidly no 
one gets.a chance to see if his breath 
smells of flies, mosquitoes and cock- 
roaches or of wool and babies. 


The centipede is so bashful he 
"Will not stop and "meet a man face 
to face. 
He would never think of 
sitting beside Miss Muffet and claim 
any recognition. 


There is still another indictment 
against the centipede to which he 
has pleaded guilty. 
He is hideous 
in appearance. 
In homes -(vliere 
ugliness is a crime the government 
entomologists recommend the death 
penalty. 
The centipede is a no- 
torious jail breaker and cannot be. 
imprisoned, and although he may 
be driven out of the house he will 
come back when the family is asleep 
or when the residents have gone on 
a fishing excursion. 


He loves dark corners -and en- 
joys residing in the closet with the 
floor mop or in a crack back of 
the flour bin. 
His fondness for 
such places is, that cockroaches like 
the same places and the centipede 
goes there to kill the cockroach. 
The cockroach has been proven an 
• enerny of man in several iristances. 
He is under indictment for spread- 
ing cancer and has a long police 
record written in the book of the 
entomologists. 
If the centipede did 
nothing but 
eat 
little cockroach 
hearts he, would be entitled to es- 
teem, yet the Department of Agri- 
culture gives a recipe for killing 
the centipede for those who cannot 
stand his uiicanny appearance. 


The Agricultural Department bul- 
letin says fresh pyrethrum powder 
should be scattered near bathrooms, 
closets, 
cellars, 
conservatories, 
storerooms, in cracks back of the 
flour bin and in cracks of the wood- 
en bed or anywhere else the centi- 
pede is accustomed to hide him- 
self. 


The reason the centipede some- 
times hides in the cracks of wood- 
en beds is because it is an excellent 
place to make fricasse of bed bug 
and he can find his prey in such 
places. 
If the bedbugs are not al- 
lowed to flourish around the beds 
and if the cracks. are fllled -with 
putty and painted over there will be 
no centipedes around. 


One more point is made by the 
entomologists. 
If all moist places 
afe kept free from such objects as 
flower pots, mops, dirty rags and 
similar things behind which 
the 
centipede can hide, he will aban- 
don the place. ,The centipede will 
not Uve in a place where he .cannot 
hide. 
The, same thing is true of 
the cockroach. 
The fly will live in 
the, open, but he.cannot 
produce 
young .unless he has a. crjack or a 
pile of trash in which to raise them. 
> Therefore, a .,clean.^ house 
has . tío 
need . for centipedes- and can get 
along very^wetll >rlth,out:them. Centi- 
pedes often «ir», f^ttgd Jn cell«» b f i .

The same would be proportionately 
true of any other county, no doubt. 
Besides this some of the birds stay 
all winter and clean the insect eggs 
and larvae off the fruit and shade 
trees, thus -working all the time in 
favor of the farmer. 


In Iowa there ane 220,000 farm's, 
and no doubt there Will be one cat 
on each farm on the average. 
It 
has been ascertained by very goo.tl 
authority 
(Forbush'fe 
"Useful 
Birds and Their Protection") that a 
cat will kill on the average of flfty 
birds a year. 
They will then, col- 
lectively, kill more than 2,000.000 
of our native wild birds annually. 
Then, by a simple calculation, based 
upon the preceding figures, we as- 
certain 
that 
cats 
destroy native 
birds In Iowa to the value of $66,- 
000, at the minimum estimate. 
The 
question is, are tho cats worth this 
aiiiount? 
If so, ought they not to 
contribute something to the State 
to compensate for the loss of valua- 
ble insect eating birds? 
It is pro- 
posed that this be done through a 
tax or license. 


In Central Park, 
New 
York, a 
man la employed to guard the park 
from 
destructive 
creatures, 
and 
from January 1 to June 1, 1910, he 
killed 161 cats. 
The Society for 
tho Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, killed during the same six 
months' period, 100,904 cats in New

The native home of the centipede 
is Texas, but it has spread all over 
the 
eastern 
part of 
the" United 
States as far North as New York 
and Massachusetts and well beyond 
the Mississippi River to the West. 


It Is questionable 
whether the 
centipede would ever, unprovoked,. 
attack any human being or other 
large animal, still if it . is pressed 
.with the» bare hand or foot or is: 
caught between sheets in beds ,it 
will probably bite, and a few cases 
on record show that severe swelling 
and pain may result, for the insect 
belongs to a poisonous group of 
centipedes. • The wound can hardly 
be called dangerous, however, and 
prompt, dressing .with ammonia is 
recommended to> allev^te the dis- 
agreeable symptoms. 


The classification of the centipede 
as a friend of man, or at least a 
near friend, calls to mind.the recent 
introduction into the United States 
of the demon fly killer by Dr. Sling- 
erland of Cornell. -The demon fly 
killer is: a native of Europe and 
Asia. It is against the laws of the 
Mohammedans to kill a demon fly 
killer. The regard . of the- Moham- 
medans for - the demon 'is not be- 
cause of its destructiyeness as a uy 
killer, 
but 
because 
it 
looks 
as 
though'it is praying and the Mo- 
hammei^ans Dave been greatly im- 
prcsscd^with that look.. " 
, . 


f The, demon fly killer, has spiny 
legs which It uses to .hold struiscsilng 
flies whU«, it teirs" thefh 'to' shVisds

It has a way of spreading its wings 
and humping its back which strikes 
terror to its victims and they stand 
motionless while the demon looks 
them over carefully. If the demon 
concludes they are good eating it 
thrusts one of its talons into the 
bodies and begins eating. Other in- 
sects cannot see motionless objects. 
Their eyes are sensible to motion 
only. In fact the fly is only partial- 
ly sensible to motion. 
A fly can 
hardly be caught by the hand be- 
cause the hand Is opaque and cuts 
off the light. 
The fly can see it 
coming. 
The fly, however, cannot 
see the fly swatter quickly, because 
'the swatter is made of mesh and de- 
scends without cutting, oft light. 


The demon is différent., It can 
make out the outlines of motionless 
objects and will dart upon them 
with as much vigor as though they 
were in motion. 


The spider of Miss Muttèt fame Is 
hideous in appearance, biit he does 
nothing specially to frighten 
his 
victims. 
The spider traps his vic- 
tims through his speed and throug«h 
his skill in setting snares. He has 
plenty of eyes and is equipped with 
poison fangs. The poison of most 
spiders is as deadly as that of the 
rattlesnake, but it is in such small 
quantities it- does nothing more than 
make 
temporary 
discomfort 
for 
mankind. 


Poison of the-spiders is quick to 
kill flies and oiher insects, however. 
The spider works -yith the -skill of 
a- fisherman or^a hunter;• in fact, 
with 
more skill. 
If 
his 
viçtims- 
breaks the net he tires him out by 
manipulation of the structure. ? . 


Qolni^ to the records it can reiid- 
ily be aeéh that the centipede is; no 
more .an enethy of* man than the 
spider or the demon fly killer.

is that he is an "undesirable citi- 
zen." He is not merely useless and 
neutral, but he is an active wrong- 
doer. 
The chief indictment against 
the cat is its appetite for native 
wild birds.

dred w:ill catch mice. 
Around a 
house cats are usually too. well fed 
to go after mice, and in the coun- 
try other small animals are more 
easily caught. . Dr. Fisher says that 
in a ranch house in the' West he

his . bedroom twelve 
, mice in a week, althoug]ji'eight .cats 
had access to-the'place."! " . 


' In by far the majority of cases 
rats and mice, can be . eradicated 
more quickly and surely by the use 
of traps than 
by 
cats.. In the

more field mice and gophers , in a , 
month .(certain as many) tlian-the 
farm cats do in a year.-

The Springfield (Mass.) Board of 
Health (1912) found several hous® 
cats suffering with a disease -which 
they diagnosed as anterior polio- 
inyelitLs. or infantile paralysis. 
It 
seems likely, therefore, that cats 
may be spreaders of this disease of 
children. 
Cats are also kno-wn to 
carry in their fur. along with oth- 
er filth, th© germs of such diseases 
as 
ringworm, 
tuberculosis, 
diph- 
theria, scarlet fever and smallpox. 
In Minneapolis a boy was bitten by 
a cat -which was later found to be 
infected with rabies (hydrophobia). 


Dr. Harry Morris found that the 
spores of the dreaded disease an- 
thrax were not digested and killed 
In th© alimentary canal of the do- 
mestic cat, but were found alive and- 
virulent in the faeces of the cat four 
days after the germs had been eaten 
with Infected food by the animal. 
Thus 
the 
cat under 
appropriate 
conditions 
may 
disseminate 
the 
germs of this disease, although be- 
ing itself apparently immune. 


Making Slfcroscopes. 


Tho microscope has grown fronJ 
a simple magnifying glass Into a 
complex of lenses and means ofTid- 
justment that has enabled trained 
eyes to discover a -n-orW of infini- 
tesimal things undreamed of befor«- 
the Instrument was perfected. 


There 
is 
nothing 
remarkable 
about the stand on which the lenses 
are mounted, except the extreme 
accuracy that the sixty or seventy 
parts ^demand; hence the 
flnishins 
must be done by hand. Nearly 100 
screws are used in the stand alone, 
and some of them must be turned - 
so exactly that an error of more 
than 
one 
five-thousandth 
of 
an 
inch spoils the screw. One Interest- 
ing process is the "truing", of the 
brass tubes. They are first formed 
as nearly as they may be of the • 
right size and thickness; then they 
are pulled by ^a po-T% erful machine 
over a steel rod set in a hole in a 
steel plate. The space between the 
rim of the hole and the ;rod deter- 
mines the thickness of the tube, 
which is lengthened and hardened 
by the operation, and made straight 
and uniform in thickness. 


Tho making of tho lenses is stlU 
more important. The glass, whicH 
is tho very best of "lead flint," i* 
received from the glassworks, fn 
»mall slabs and bricks. The work- 
men split the slabs into pieces of 
any required size'by a small cir- 
cular saw that has diamond duet 
hammered into its edge for teeth. 
Next the men clip the 
detached 
piece into circular form with eheara, ^ 
and 'hold the rough block on a horl» ' 
zontal grindstone until it Is worn 
down to a smooth disk of the prop- 
er sire and thickness. After that tt .

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THE PROPER HOUSING OF SWINE 


For the Small Producer, Portable Hog Houses Are Convenient and Eco- 
nomical—Large Central Houses Are an Advantage When 
the Herd Numbers More Than a Dozen Sows, 


The proper housing of swine is best 
accomplished by using a central hog 
house with a number of colony pens. 
The large central house is well suited 
for winter shelter and spring farrow- 
ing. 
The portable houses are espec-

for 
housing 
different 
classes and sizes of hogs in separate 
fields, particularly during summer or 
after farrowing. 


Portable hog houses have been used 
aatlgfactorlly for a good many years. 
They are quite generally in use by 
breeders of pure bred swine where 
they often find It more satisfactory to 
quarter but a few animals together. 
The farmer who produces swine for 
the market and depend« on a large 
central hog house will also find a few 
portable pens very useful In separately 
housing odd lots of swine. 


Some farmers prefer a shed roof 
hog house to the A-shaped cot. 
Six 
feet four inches wide and eight feet 
long makes a good size house. 
In the 
rear It is provided with a door two 
feet wide and two and one-half feet 
long, the same size cs a lower front 
door which is placed diagonally oppo- 
site so that by opening: all the doors it 
makes a cool house in summer. 
On 
the other hand, by closing both lower 
doors and 
opening 
an 
upper 
door 
which is put in above the lower door 
In front, ,£-o that, ample ventilation is 
provided, it makes a. warm house for 
cold winter ^vpathcr. 
It i.s very im- 
portant to have a door at the top in 
front for it is a sprious miptalso to ! 
build these houses witli but one open- j 
Ing, as is cometime.'^ done. 
There is no 
ventilation 
whatever, 
and 
in Avarm 
weather the house becomes suffocat- 
ing.^, The 
upper front 
door Is 
ar- 
ranged with a v.-Qoden ratchet on the 
back, side, by means of which it may 
be held in any desired position. 
By 
having hinges on the top, the storms 
and hot sun cannot enter, and yet air 
can circulate freely without causing a 
draft, on the animals. 


To build the shed roof house, con- 
struct the frame eight feet long by 


long. 
Beneath the frame are nailed 
three 2 in. by 4 In. pieces which serve 
as runners for moving the building. 
The house is built six feet two Inches 
high In front and three feet high in 
the rear. 
Seven twelve-foot 
boards 
cut in two can be used for boarding 
the front of the house. 
The small 
space left at the top may be closed 
by a batten or frieze board. 
Two eye- 
bolts should be securely Inserted In 
one end of the joist, for attachment 
when the house Is to be moved. 
A 
shingled roof is necessary to Insure 
the best results, and that, of course. 
Is what should be desired. 


A large portable hog house eight by 
twelve feet may be constructed on the 
same plan as the small shed roof 
house just described. It w^lll accommo- 
date from eight to ten mature hogs 
or twenty or more growing pigs. 
By 
constructing a partition in the middle 
the houso can be used for two differ- 
ent lots of pigs or for two sows at 
farrowing time. 
Being provided with 
four doors in front and one in the 


rear, it Is well ventilated and may toe 
adjusted to suit many conditldns. 
A 
shade may be attached to the house 
during the summer. 


This house has proved very satis- 
factory where It hM been found de- 
sirable to keep more animals In a lot 
than can be accommodated 
by tha 
smaller houses. 
However, It is more 
difficult to move and does not differ 
greatly from a small stationary house 
In that respect. 
The bill of lumber 
for this house Is as follows:

Thirteen pieces 1 In. by 12 In. by 10 
f t for roof. 


For a shingled roof It will require 
130 feet of rough lumber 14 feet long 
and 
six 
bunches 
of 
shingles 
laid 
four 
and 
one-half 
inches 
to 
the 
weather. 
A shingle roof is preferable. 


A practical farmer's sunlight hog 
house may be constructed 24 ft. by 
50 ft. with a four-foot alley. 
The 
building should face the south- 
A 
most substantial building may be built 
with ends and sides, six feet in height, 
of solid concrete, eight to twelve in- 
ches thick. 
Nine windows are placed 
in the flrst elevation, four of which 
are continued to the floor to form door 
openings. 
The top of the low roof 
is 8 feet and the top of th® high roof 
14 feet from the ground. 
Movable 
partitions 
are 
provided 
and 
etored 
above to give separate pens for 20 
sows at farrowing time. 
The floor is 
of solid concrete, and concrete feeding 
floors are laid outside on both sides of 
the 
building. 
The 
dimensions 
and 
height of this building are arranged 
to secure the maximum amount of 
sunlight, for early spring farrowing.

What b Meant By 
Balanced Feeding? 


By W. R . GIUBERT. -^-i-- 


Balanced feeding is an attempt to 
provide for all the wants of fowls' 
bodies «0 a« to enable them to yield 
the beat profita to their ownen at a 
minimum cost. 


No one grain, meal or vegetable by 
itself combines the necessary propor- 
tions of Ingredients to produce eggs 
In profitable quantities. 


Scientific experiments have proved 
that to keep alive an ordinary hen 
weighing six pounds, two ounces of 
dry food per day Is required, but these 
two ounces are not enough to put on 
flesh or to make eggs. 


They are only enough to keep tip 
the wear and tear of existence. 
More 
food has to be supplied for egg making 
and If this food is richly charged with 
the component parts of an egg 
the 
greater and easier will be the pro- 
duction. 


The, only chemical 
proi>ertles 
of 
food that we need trouble about are 
the flesh and muscle making principles 
known as albumenolds and the heat 
and fat making principles known as 
carbohydrates. 


The ration that both science and 
expérimenta have decreed to be the 
beat is 4% to 5 parts of fat or heat 
making foods to 1 part of flesh making 
food and the total amount of food re- 
quirement for the keeping of a hen 
in laying condition is from 23 to 24 
ounces per week, according to her 
size. 


Now, to specialize In foods. 
Wheat is supplied In various forms 
—bran, shorts, pollard middlings. 
As 
a whole grain it Is not rich In flesh 
making, but used as shorts It has the 
necessary flesh forming elements and 
this with bran as a mash are highly to 
be recommended. 


Oats Is In two forms—htiak 
and 
whole. 
Without the husk it would 
combine the exact proportions, but as 
oatmeal It Is too expensive. 
It is a 
splendid grain for night feeding alter- 
nated with wheat and corn. 


Barley Is less rich In flesh making 
than wheat or oats, but more heat 
making. 
As meal it makes a splendid 
mash. 


Corn is the best and moat economi- 
cal food If judiciously used, that la, 
the meal always cooked. 
Corn whole, 
or in meal should not be given twice 
in the same day. It is very stimulating 
and has a 
considerable amount 
of 
starch which Is liable to produce In- 
ternal' fatness If used too much. 


Bice Is a starchy food and Is not 
much used for the full grown fowls, 
but It is useful for the chickens and 
turkey rearing and Is a wholesome 
corrective of diarrhoea. 


Linseed meal is expensive but Is 
excellent for getting fowls Into lustre 
for show and for moulting birds it 
has both heat and flesh making qual- 
ities. 


Green clover Is a splendid water 
food—It Is rich In salt and mineral and 
has a fair amount of albumenolds.

BEEKEEPING AND HORTICULTURE 
» 


Beekeeping Should Be Encouraged—It Forms an Interesting and Profitabld 
Vocation, and is One Which Bears an Important 
Relationship to Horticulture. 


Outside of the beekeeping world the 
great majority of people think that the 
only benefit humanity receives from 
bees Is the production of honey and 
wax. 
It Is not generally known or 
even 
understood 
that 
bees 
were 
created not so much for the purpose 
of gathering the delicious sweet for 
mankind, as for carrying the pollen 
grains from one fiower to another, so 
that theae inay bear fruit and seed. 
The real economical value of the bees 
Is to be found In the work of fertil- 
izing and crosa-fertlllzing seed and 
frult-bearlng 
plants 
so valuable 
to 
man; the honey and wax Is secondary. 


The pollination or fertilization of 
plants Is brought about in two ways; 
flrst, by the wind; second, by Insecta 
Plants whose flowers are small and 
inconspicuous, as the willows, pines, 
oaks and birches, have very light and 
dry 
pollen, 
which 
In 
favorable 
weather 
may be blown about 
and 
pollinate many flowers, but often the 
wind Is Ineffective on account of the 
pollens 
being sticky 
by reason 
of 
moisture In the air In the form of 
rain, heavy dew or fog. 
Most of the 
flowers, however, are not of the "wind- 
bearing" type and require some other 
agents than the wind to carry the 
pollen, and these agents are the In- 
sects. 
Insects 
go 
from 
flower 
to 
flower gathering pollen or nectar for 
food, and In crawling over the sta- 
mens and pistils they get their little 
bodies covered with the pollen grains 
and easily, effectively transfer them to 
the stlgrmas of other blossoms, result- 
ing also in the cross-fertlllratlon that 
nature demands. 
Observation and ex- 
periments teach that without Insects 
there Is but little pollination and with- 
out pollination the blossoms with their 
pistils wither and die without fruitage. 


Investigations 
made 
in 
Germany 
show that out of 6,231 visits of in- 
sects to flowers, 3,481 were made by 
honey bees. 


The bees need protein as well as 
carbohydrates to make a well-balanced

ration for the young growing Insects. 
The honey, which contains the sac- 
charin or carbohydrates, is stored In 
large quantities, but the pollen, which 
contains the protein "material. Is not

"This fact should be recognftsed by 
the fruit-grower above all others; for 
were It not for insects, and particularly 
for the honey bee, his crop of fniita 


Perfect Pollination. 


Is practically gathered from day to 
day. Nature thus compels the bees to 
use every opportunity to gather pollen 
for the maintenance of the colony— 
for self-preservation, and thereby in- 
ducing them to pollinate the blossoms, 
which would otherwise be unproduct- 
ive. 


Dr. Fletcher, In a paper read before 
the Ontario Association of Beekeepers, 
said: 
"It can be shown that, owing 
to Its size, weight, and habits, no in- 
sect is so well calculated to insure the 
fertilization of fruit blossoms as the 
honey bee, which flies rapidly from 
plant to plant, and, by running over 
the flowers In search of pollen or nec- 
tar, brushes off the pollen and carries 
this vitalizing element on the hairs of 
Its body to the next flower visited. 
It 
will be found that not only are flowers 
absolutely necessary to bees, as the 
source of their food—nectar and pol- 
len—but that bees and other insects 
are no less necessary to most flowers.

"Failure in the fruit crop Is mors 
often due, I think, to dull or damp 
weather at the time of blossoming* 
which prevents Insects from working 
actively in the flowers, than to any 
other cause." 


Dr. Phillips says:

be© is, perhaps, not better equipped 
than other insects, 
especially 
other 
bees, for carrying pollen, there Is ons 
respect In which it outranks all others 
as a valuable asset to the fruit-groxrer. 
We are not able to propagate other 
Insects 
in 
quantity, 
and 
introduce 
them to orchards at the proper tloM: 
but it is a very simple matter to carry 
In colonies of bees to Insure a crop. If 
th© -weather is fit for the bees to Cy. 
Many 
orchardiats 
realize 
this, 
and 
keep bees solely for the benefits de- 
rived from cross-fertilization of ths 
fruit blossoms." 


Mr. Mclntyre at the California Stats 
Fruit-Growers' Association said: 
"A. 
man in this State who started Into 
fruit-growing several years ago. lo- 
cating thirty-five miles from any fruit- 
growing section, or where any bees 
were located. 
The flrst year that his 
trees blossomed the result was a com- 
plete failure. 
He was advised to pro- 
cure some bees to aid in the fertlllxa- 
tion of the blossoms. 
He did so, and 
since then his orchard has been won-r 
derfully productive." 


Mr. C. J. Berry, of Tulare ooimty, 
Cal., whose fruit orchard contains over 
400 acres, says. 
"Bees and fruit go 
together. 
I can't raise fruit without, 
bees. 
I have bees all about my bi( 
orchard. 
Two years in succession I 
have put netting over some limbs of 
trees; and, while they blossomed all 
right, nar>' fruit; while on the same 
tree, where limbs were exposed to $hs 
aid of bees, plenty of fruit,"

Timely Spraying is Absolutely Necessary 


Especial pains should be taken to 
Bestroy the eggs as well as the winter 
"flies" of the pear psj-lla, as effective 
iwork greatly reduces the number of 
eggs deposited on the trees. 


In early spring while the insects 
fcro able to crawl they are very slug- 
d s h In their movements. 
This habit 
makes them very vulnerable to treat- 
ment and ^^e grower should take full 
aftvjantage of it by so spraying that 
bons of the Insects be allowed to es- 
c a ^ 
It Is essential to wet thoroughly 
all portions of the trees and especial 
care should be taken to force the 
liquid under the loose bark and Into 
»11 the cracks and crevices in the bark. 
One tree should be thoroughly sprayed 
before proceeding to another, for in 
balmy weather the flies may dodge 
4uickly to the /opposite side of the 
tree. 
In planing this work, be sure 
to select days when there is no danger 
of the spraying mixture freezing on 
the trees. 


The eggs about to hatch and the 
/ounff nymphs succumb easily to an 
•pplieatlon of lime-sulphur mixture.

time, when your fowls have free range 
and are laying heavily, they have ac- 
cess to a considerable amount of meat 
food.

It Is essential that you provide them 
with some kind of meat food as a part 
of their diet. 
This can be given In the 
form of beef scraps, or better still, 
green cut bone. 
Oreen out bone Is 
simply fresh bones, obtained from any 
butcher ahop, ground up In a bone cut- 
ter. 
Hena crave some such food, but 
care should be taken to not feed too 
much, as this, sort of food la very 
rich and will put your layers out of 
condition. 
Feed twice a week about a^i 
much as your birds will eat up clean 
in Ave minutes.

Buying Registered 
live Stock 


I am frequently asked If I think It 
would be desirable to buy registered 
stock and dispose of scrub and grade 
animals. 
So much depends upon the 
man himself that I dislike to advise 
anyone to invest in pure-bred animals 
unless I have every reason to believe 
that he Is competent to make a go 
of the business. 


The man who thoroughly 
under- 
stands the keeping and caring 
for 
such animals should buy them. 
The 
man who does not should leave them 
alone. 
The i^ost successful ^breeders 
of registered stock with whom I am 
acquainted have advanced from grade 
to pure-bred stock gradually, feeling 
their way along as they have Improved 
their herds and flocks. 


The desire to own registered stock 
is praiseworthy, but until a man is 
well fitted by experience and Inclina- 
tion to handle registered stock he will 
find It better to go cautiously until he 
has gained a practical knowledge of 
the business. 


There is no mystery regarding the 
breeding and management of pure- 
bred etock. still they require mate- 
rially 
different 'treatment 
than 
Is 
usually afforded the common 
scrub 
stock. 
These Improved animals di> 
not 
require 
pampering or 
babying 
but they do require good care and 
enough to eat and that they cannot 
obtain when wintered around straw 
stacks and fence corners. 


The farmer who has mads good 
success with a grade herd or flock will 
not flnd the transition to pure M'eds 
very dlflJcult. 
If a man knows ab- 
solutely nothing about breeding reg- 
istered stock he will do well to gain 
the necessary experience by grading 
up his scrub animals before he invests 
In pure-bred stock. 
At least he ahould 
gain the actual experience In some 
way before he makea the plunge. 


There are many men who buy pure- 
bred stock who should never be In 
the business and ths result 
that 
their stock is a by-word and a d^- 
rlslon-~a very disgrace to the name 
pure blood. 
Some men have JumD«d 
suddenly into fams by breedlnff lltt- 
proved live stock, but usually we will 
find that theie men talh«d a praetteftl

Replanting the 
Woodlot 


Special eifort ahould be made to ae- 
cure the reproduction of the trees re- 
moved from the farm woodlot during 
the cutting aeaaon just passed. 
In 
many cases sprouts are counted on for 
this reproduction and for certain pur- 
poses such as fuel, posts, and shelter, 
they can be relied upon to furnish the 
desired material. 
When this second 
crop la cut In Its turn, however, the 
old stumps have lost most. If not all of 
their vitality and unless some vigor- 
ous seedlings have grown up In the 
meantime, the value of the woodlot Is 
greatly impaired. 
Sines it requires 
many years to build up a woodlot 
which has basn allowed to run out, it 
Is a wise plan to Insure the production 
of some good healthy seedling trees 
each year by planting some seed of 
desirable species in the openings cre- 
ated 
the winter's cutting. 


During early life the sprouts, be- 
cause of the advantage of a previously 
established root syttem. will outstrip 
the little ssedllngs and may deprive 
them of the requisite amount of light 
for good gtowth. 
Therefore, In the 
flrst ihlnning or cutting of the sprouts 
some special consideration should be 
shown the young seedlings. 


The method of planting the seeds 
will depend upon the species used. 
Walnut, hickory and all of the oaka 
can be planted abeut two IttchM deep 
in a hole made with a dibble -or spud. 
The smaller seeds such as red and 
white elm, maple and ash may be 
planted br removing the coarser litter 
from a small spot and putting on * 
few seeds, covsrlng thsm very llglitly 
with fine soli and a little Utter.

A CONVENIENCE 


HE taking of medicine regularly 
is of vital importance if good 
results 
are 
to be 
obtained 
from its use. 


Siofc people usually have a very poor 
BBftnory and, if cared for by a busy 
housekeeper, or even a nurse, she. too, 
U liable to forget when the last dose 
wi^ Itaken. 


Tp relieve the memory of this extra 
dnty cut from a piece of cardboard a 
round disk, slightly larger than the top 
of tbe. tumbler containing the drinking 
witer. 


On one side of this, near the edge, 
mark the figures from 1 to 12, just as 
they appear on the face of a clock, and 
aronnd the edge cut a small notch 
opportte each hour mark. 


Next tie a knot in one end of a piece 
of cord and pass it from the under- 
Hide ap through the center of the card- 
board disk. 
Having done this, fasten 
a button or other small object to the 
loose end of the cord and let it hang 
over the side of the tumbler, allowing 
tbe cord to rest in one of the notches. 


When medicine 
is to be taken at 
stated intervals, move the cord so that 
it will rest in the notch opposite the 
bour it is to be taken again. 


If the medicine is to be taken every 
lialf hour cut additional notches, just 
between the hour marks, and move 
tbe cord ahead one 
notch each time 
taedicine is taken. 


HEN blacking a stove try slip- 
ping the hand in a paper sack. 
You will find you can 
grasp 
with the sack almost as easi- 
ly as you can with the bare hand, and 
at the end of the task the hands will 
be clean.

Count Witte, who was 1'orn June 2!*. 


1848, at.Tiftis, was one of the Russian 
plenipotentiaries at Portsmouth. "N. H., 
in tho negotiations for pence with .liipaii 
in 1905. He afterwards was made, a 
count and appointed president of the 
new ministry, but retired in inflfi and 
held no important post .after that time. 


Count Witte. was taken sick a week 


ago. 


Count Witte was regarded, in some 


respects, im-ono of the most remarkable 
men his country had produced, but his 
reputation was even greater abroad than 
lit home. Throughout his career, during 
which he accomplished much for Russia, 
he had many and powerful enemies al- 
though his great ability and remarkable 
capacity for work never was questioned. 
Regardless of his work ns a statesman 
his chie.f fume hi Russia rests upon his 
development of 
manufacturing indus- 


tries, the expansion of railroads and the 
plueing of the monetary system upon n 
gold basis. 
Although always a 
sup- 


porter of the monarchy, ho recognized 
the power of tho people and had demo- 
cratic tendencies. 


Alexander appointed him minister of 


railroads and communications in lfiS2 
Hnd soon afterwards minister of finance. 
It was then that he began to develop 
his great scheme for the. creation of 
home manufactures and the wide, exten- 
sion of Russia's railroad system which 
eventually took the Siberian road to 
the Pacific. As minister of finance in 
1S9I5 he reached the height of his power. 


His policy in regard to Manchuria, 


which he desired to develop only from 
B. commercial and not from a political 
ricwpoint, resulted in powerful intrigues 
against him which resulted in his re- 
moval in 1903 as minister of finance. He 
•vvcnt for a time to Paris, hut returned 
to Tetrograd when the Russo-Japanese 
war was in full swing. He neither of- 
fered nor was asked for advice in re- 
gard to the conduct of the struggle, but 
when Theodore Roosevelt, then president 
of the United States, prevailed upon the 
emperor to consider terms of peace the 
tide turned and practically the entire 
aatipu united in demanding the selection 
of Witte as plenipotentiary. At the 
Portsmouth conference he succeeded in 
gaining terms under which Russia was 
not obliged to pay a cash indemnity tc 
Japan. This was considered a remark- 
xble achievement and Watte again be- 
:ame a hero in his own country. The

Auto Driver Of France, 


Was Picked To Be 


Chauffeur For French 
Commander Because Of 


His Daring And 


Ability

When George Boillet used to ride 


• In the automobile races at the Grand 
Prix there was a quiet 
common 


looking gray-iiai'red man who sat in 
the boxes along the track and watch- 


• «d that daring machine racer. The 


Great Boillet knew he was watched, 


• but.he did not know there was any- 
one in particular watching. He was 
a winning auto driver. 
He fenew 


how to use his machine to win races 
and when the people cheered and 
admired Boillet smiled in his pleas- 


: ant way and waved his hand in ap- 


preciation of the applause. 
. If Boillet saw the quiet _ . 
haired man among the thousands of 
cheering ones, he did not think there 
•was anything unusual in tho oh- 
iervation. The quiet gray-haired maff 
W»B simply one 'of the crowd o£ ad- 
mirers as far as Boillet was con- 
cetned. 
Perhaps the gray-haired 


•man had a'•wager on Boillet Per- 
Baps he was ju§t interested. 
He' 


was a little more serious in his 
gaze at the'racer than the. average 
watcher on the'side lines' or in the 
boxes, hut that meant nothing to 
Boillet 
Often men grew serious 


when watching the races, so if the 


• quiet, little gray man was serious 


no one thought of it. 


Boillet had won the Grand Prix 


•three times and every time the gray 
man was present to Bee him win. 
But the gray man was present at 
other races, too.' 'So were other men 
present at all the races. There were 
thousands who would not mjss see- 
ing the spead kings at their work so 


•- the presence of the gray man did 


not cause comment, no matter if his 
presence there was going to give 
Boillet the chance of his life later. 


When war broke out in Europe 


and nation after nation threw its 
hat in the ring, France joined the 
throng. 
Among the reserves was 


Boillet There were many great 
auto racers who bad to bear arms in 
the ranks as private soldiers and 
there were many men of ability at 
driving machines who were forced 
to remain in Paris to drive automo- 
bile ambulances. There were auto- 
drivers who were near the front, 
but Boillet hoped to get to tho front. 
He was Borry France was going to 
war, but if she were going to war 
the venturesome Boillet who dared 
death on the speedway, wanted to be 
•where there was the most to be seen. 


Boillet had not long to wait The 


day mobilization was decided on a 
message came to him to report at 
headquarters at 8 o'clock in the 
morning. Boillet went to headquar- 
ters and was admitted into the 
presence of a quiet man, whose 
bair was gray. 
The man had a kindly voice and 


be was soft 
spoken. 
He looked 


Boillet over from head to foot quiet- 
ly, but asked no questions. 
' "I will give yoo two hours io say 
goo!?*"" t« your family and report 
back here in your uniform, "w arc 
to be my driver- 
. 80 that is what the little gray 


man was watching for at those three 
races when Boillet won the Grand 
Prix. He was figuring on war with 
Germany ail those days and ho was 
not going to bo caught without a 
chauffeur. He wanted the best chauf- 
feur in France and tho best chauf- 
feur in France was Boillet. Boillet 
hail won the most races and ho also 
was it careful chauffeur. That was 
what Joffre had discovered while 
waiting and watching on the side 
lines during those day of the races. 
BOILLET K50WS ROADS 
OF HIS COTiXTRI. 


I\ot only is Boillet a skillful driv- 


er and a fast one, but he knows tbo 
roads of France and be knows the 
roads of the German frontier. 
Ho 


can tell almost every turn in tho 
road long before he gets to it, be- 
cause he has been over the roads so 
often in the days of peace. 


A man who knows the roads of 


Franco is necessary for Uie com- 
mander of l lie armies. Boillet often 
has to lake his chict over the roads 
at night and in battle. 
Joffve has 


boen here and there, up and down 
tho entire battle line. 
While he 


spends a great deal of time at his 
headquarters keeping in touch with 
his marshals by telephone, lie spends 
part of his time on tho road travel- 
ing out to see his lieutenants, and 
holding private conversations with 
them. 


There is where his chauffeur be- 


comes the most valuable man in the 
world to him. Of the experiences 
that Boillet has gotten into through 
being chauffeur for the commander 
iif the French armies, ho will gay 
nothing. Enough it is io know that 
li« is getting tbo experiences and 
seeing1 the sights that arc denied to 
all oilier common soldiers. 


Tho rarrful 
manner 
i-i 
which 


.loffro picked l;is driver for his; car 
is .1 fine example: of his care in all 
things for the protection of France. 
Joffre always was plannine for a. 


•war with Germany. "It is inevit- 
able," he would say. Other officers 
laughed at him. At the time of the 
Dreyfus scandal the country was 
worked up to a high pitch becauss 
some rascal has sold information to 
the Germans. Dreyfus was blamed. 
Later he was apparently vindicated 
in the court of popular opinion. 


Yet the fact remained that some 


one had sold the information. It was 
a fact which grieved Joffre bitterly. 
. 


He felt that if one piece of informa- 
tion was made public other pieces 
would be sold and that would give 
the Germans a lead they were not 
entitled to have. 


Joffre became chief of staff of the 


French armies four years ago. Ho 
had a good army as armies go, but 
he realized the French military ma- 
chine was inferior to the German 
military machine. He set about to 
make the army better and he went 
into details just as he went into 
details to pick a chauffeur. 


After the mobilization in 1913 


.Toffro 
retired five of the French 


generals because they were not ef- 
ficient. Others thought they had 
shown a high state of efficiency, but 
Joffre said they had not shown it 
and he was getting ready *«r war. 


All 
the 
plans 
for iefense of 


France were against Germany and 
Italv 
When war came the French 


mobilized both on the Italian fron- 
tier and on the German frontier, be- 
cause they knew not at what min- 
ute Italy, too, might join tho gen- 
eral conflict. It was with a feeling 
of great rejoicing 
for Joffre that 


Italy remained out. of the war. With 
only the Germans to fight Joffre felt 
he had a chance to defend his coun- 
try.The French army took (he field 
last August in better shape than it 
over has becri sinro tho days of tho 
Fir?* Napoleon.

He was going to 
use it as an ordinary part of the 
line and was not going to sacrifice 
the army for the sake of Paris. 
OUTSKIETS OF PAEIS 
LEVELED FOB DEFESSE. 


The outskirts of Paris were lev- 


eled for the defense. 
Many Pari- 


sians wept when their homes were 
torn down, but what cared Joffre for 
the individual. He was working for 
the larger good. He wanted to keep 
communications with England open, 
but other than that Paris was no 
better than any other city. It is 
recognized that his retreat from tho 
German and Belgian frontiers was 
conducted in a masterly manner. 
There has been much blame heaped 
on Joffre because he did not come 
more quickly to the aid of the Bel- 
gians. It is loo bad he did not come to 
their aid. But Joffre was fighting 
fo save France and Belgium had to 
be sacrificed for what he considered 
the general good. Had Joffre thrown 
his forces ir.to Belgium the Germans 
under the crown prince would hav« 
marched past him to the heart of 
France. The south of France is tho 


granary of France and Joffre had to, 
keep that intact. So he kept his 
main army on the German frontier, 
trusting that the advance of Von 
Kluck would wear itself out as It 
moved along toward the wes't 


Joffre was right from a standpoint 


of French 
defensive. Whether he 


was right from a standpoint of a?- 
sis'tance to a suffering ally is. anoth- 
er question. Whether 
Joffre can 


keep_ back the German military or- 
ganization next summer depends on 
whether he has been able to get the 
guns and machinery he needs'. He 
realized when' the war broke- out 
that the Germans were'superior to 
him in organization and equipment. 
Franco did not know it and to humor 
France he made a feint Into Alsace 
and Lorraine. That he was defeat- 
ed there and driven out matters not 
in the general outcome. He regret- 
ted, however, the loss of life there. 


Joffre is above all things a saver 


of men. Unlike Napoleon who would 
sacrifice any number of men to win 
a point. Joffrc will never give up a 
man unless he has to do it 
He 


realizes every man's life is valuable 
in the fight for French victory. 


France did not realize that When 


war broke out the French were clad , 
in red trousers. The Germans were 
dfessed in a drab, which could not 
be seen for any distance. Joffre or- 
dered drab pants because there is 
no better mark in the world than 
red trousers. By spring most of the 
French soldiers will be wearing bel- 
ief fighting to&i. Perhaps they will 
have a chance with the legions of 
Ge.inanr who have tauzht the re«t 


of the world something new in the 
science of war. 


Joffre cannot keep in touch with 


his men as he wishes by telephone 
and that accounts largely for having 
Boillet. 
Early in the morning he 


goes on his expeditions of watching 
the lines. Bqillet drives at sixty 
miles an hour while taking his gen- 
eral over the roads. Boillet is fol- 
lowed by two extra cars. They, too 
are manned by daring chauffeurs 
Joffre picked from tha Grand Prix. 
The Germans have learned the com- 
bination and when they see one car 
with two riders 
followed by two 


cars, with one rider each they open 
flje. 


Joffre has the extra chauffeurs for 


a precaution in case Boillet is killed. 
Joffre does not expect to be killed 
himself, but he thinks of the chauf- 
feur always. If Boillet should be 
killed the others would be on hand 
to step in bis place. Joffrs visits 
with the private soldiers often on 
his tours. He wants to know how 
they fedl and what they need most. 


If Boillet lives through the war 


it will be a wonderful tale he can 
tell of this gray old leader who pick- 
ed him 
from the drivers at the 


, Grand Prix He will know more 


abojit this'man of 63 years than any 
other soldier of France.

The training of the 'Marathon run- 


ner demands an abnormal life. Men 
•cannot treat their bodies as they 
would under other conditions or m 
other forms of athletics. 
They do 


raore than keep the ordinary rules of 
health. They have to deprive them- 
selves of certain harmless foods be- 
cause those foods do not agrco with 
them. 
No trainer can prescribe 


foods for all runners as one runner 
may demand certain foods for his 
system while other runners demand 
other foods. 


Running is almost strictly an am- 


ature sport. There arc many pro- 
fessional/runners who have mado 
crcat records, but 
most of the 


world's records have been rmidc by 
amatcurs or by men who were se- 
cretly engaged in professional ath- 
leficF. but who had amateur stand- 
ing at Hie lime of the race.

The Marathon race takes its 
name from the great Greek runner 
who carried tbe tidings from tho 
field of the Battle of Marathon to 
the capital and brought the news of 
the victory to the Greeks over the 
Persian hordes. 
He dropped dead 


after he bad told his story. 
The 


track athletes of ancient Greece are 
responsible for the great advance in. 
sculpture and other arts in Greece. 
At these great .Olympic races tbe 
sculptors and artists bad opportuni- 
ty t.o study tbe p6rfectly developed 
physical mau. No other country of 
the ancient world offered such op- 
portunities. 


In Homo men engaged in gladia- 


torial combats and iu pugilistic en- 
counters, but the foot race of Greece 
was a distinctive event. Other na- 
tions Had foot races, but. none ran 
the races as the Greeks did. In no 
other nation did the ancients go in 
for long periods of training. 


In ancient Greece tbe women nev- 


er engaged in athletics, but in tho 
last few years women have gone in- 
to th«i games with zest. 


The era of athletics for women 


began when the school £irls were 
allowed io cncago in the races. In 


years girl? were allowed to 


athletics at the girl's col-

Arthur Duffy, formerly was 
amateur champion. It was learned 
later that Duffy had traveled the 
summer before in England and bad 
entered professional races there and 
had won money at these races. His 
record as an amateur was then de- 
stroyed- Later Kcllcy ran the dis- 
tance and equalled Duffy's remark- 
able feat.

The chapel part 
proper 
is a 


tailer, attached to the chassis in. 
front, which 'acts as a tractor. The 


• two 
parts"' are' detachable. Tlie 


chapel is supported with adjusta- 
ble supports in front. The chassis 


•''is a forty' horse-power runabout, 


especially constructed for this out- 
fit. 
The, tires ate made especially 


heav^-, but tlie car runs as light as a 
touring car. ' The two syheeis on the 
chapel part are the same kind of 
wheels as are on the chassis. The 
chapel is constructed very light, al- 
though very strong, with a view of 
standing long and hard-trips. 


The chassis is supplied with its 


own electric generator,' for light, in 
both the runabout and the chapel- 
However, for su'pplyins illumination 
during the services1 at night, the car 
is equipped with three large are lan- 
terns. These ianterna are supported 
on brackets'placed, in suitable parts 
of the car. 


The inside of the car is divided, 


into two' compartments, 
The rear 


compartment 
is the' 
sanctuary, 


equipped wth a neat little altar, 
well supplied" with the usual acces- 
sories, such as candle sticks, cruci- 
fixes and flower vases.

An awning is carried with the

awning is only used in case of-ne- 
cessity. 


The other compartment of the car 


between the rear o£ the sanctuary 
and the front part, is used as living 
quarters, for two persons. 
This 


compartment is supplied with one 


lower and upper berth, which are 
removed and put away in a locker. 
The sectional table is likewise a 
pnrt of the furnishing of this com- 
partment.

Eposition at San Francisco, to 
rub up against world-beating ex- 
hibits, to produce a kicking,' sprawl- 
ing, man-eating insect pest as bis 
as a barn, a rival to Jonah's whale, 
and far superior to that back-num- 
ber, monster in the matter oE in- 
terior upholstery.. 


This pest is a common or garden 


variety of potato beetle. Its mov- 
able jaws will form one entrance to 
its vitals. Its interior is equipped 
with electric lights, 
easy 
chairs, 


moving picture 
screens, 
sanitary 


plumbing and all modern conven- 
iences for the comfort 
of 
such 


Jonahs as may yield to a desire to 
seq for themselves just how the 
scourge of the spud patch 
man- 


ages to stow away so many acres 
of potato vines for breakfast. 
Its 


eyes, composed of multiple facets, 
form the windows, arid illustrate 
how the insects can look in seven- 
teen directions at once, and thus 
dodge the Paris green man. 


The creature is not so fierce as 


he looks. 
He lies On his saudy 


striped back. Like the business of 
the poor farmer, the bug's business 
is looking up—because it is flat on 
its back and has to. The model is 
scientifically 
accurate, 
and 
will 


writhe and munch and kick, and 
will be exhibited as one of thc.thou- 
sands of working models in the vast 
Horticultural Palace.

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Commission General Of Immigration 


Caminetti Says Country Must 


Expect Repetition Of Annual Deluge 


Of People, Unless Restricted 


Laws Are 


Passed. 


One million foreigners are com- 


ing to America every year. Com- 
missioner General of . Immigration 
Caminetti says in his annual report 
on immigration statistics. 
While 


many of these immigrants are b£ a 
high type many others arc a drain 
on the country and Caminetti in- 
directly recommends that restric- 
tive measures ought to bo taken to 
prevent the smuggling in of unde- 
sirables. 
In the last few years immense 


hordes of immigrants have come to 
free America from Russia. Many of 
them are. ignorant but for the most 
part they are seeking freedom from 
oppression. 
When caught by the 
right tide and taught how to be .good 
Americans 
these foreigners from 


Russia develop into patriotic and in- 
dustrious citizens. They appreciate 
the advantages of American, liberty 
and are not slow to sing the praises 
Of the land of their adoption. 


On the other hand people from 


the same centers of Russia come 
here and become anarchists. While 
expecting freedom in America they 
are turned down. They find hard- 
ships surrounding them they had 
not heard o£ in Russia. They 
thought that by coming to the land 
of the free they would have liberty. 
Much 
of their idea of liberty is 


license and when they are restricted 
here they become pronounced an- 
archists. They misconstrue lack of 
Interference by the police as lack of 
ability, and they construe interfer- 


• en.ce as something similar to the 
Czar's system of oppression. They 
are a dangerous sort of immigrants 
Bnd must be controlled. 


Another one of our large sources 


of immigration is Italy. Many of 
the Italians come here and add 
greatly to our art studios and to our 
music halls. ' The Italians are won- 
derfully musical. In America there 
are many Italians selling bananas 
whose musical ability is far superior 
to many of the highly trained Amer- 
ican singers. Italy produced. Ruf- 
to and Caruso. It also produced 
the Camorra. We want the Ruffos 
but do not want the black banders.

couutry in the world is willing W 
get rid of undesirables while every 
country is anxious to keep the best 


' —--citizens. The United States 
has 


many .native born rascals and many 
native Corn men o! merit. 


It is a recognized fact, however, 


that the type of immigrants coming 
to America in recent years is not of 
as high a type as the founders of 
the 
country. 
The 
founders of 


America were men coming here for 
the most part seeking religious free- 
dom and freedom from debt and po- 
litical oppression. They endured 
great hardships 
coming here and 


had to be resourceful to live at all. 


The Pilgrim fathers landed on the 


bleak New England shore in De- 
cember. 
Before winter was over 


half the colony had died. The ter- 
rors of that New England shore did 
not attract moral weaklings and 
parasites of society. The Chinese 
laundrymen could hardly have made 
a living there. The low intellec- 
tual type* vc> get from India could 
not have survived 
there because 


they do not have the resourcefulness 
to make a living fern the frozen 
ground.

It must be remembered there arc 


many high types o£ Chinese and 
Hindoos in their own countries and 
nany high types come to this coun- 
try, but the greater number of Asi- 
xtics coming here are of the dregs 
)f their own nation. 
They have 


>een in ignorance so many centuries 
hey make a load on this country 
rhen they come here.

Caminetti discussed in his report 


the immigration of Hindoos and 
particularly the immigration into the 
United States from the Philippines 
and Hawaii. Concerning immigra- 
tion from the far East 'and::immigra- 
tion from our insular possessions, 
such as Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, Caminetti says: 


"I believe it is quite generally con- • .;- 


ceded that immigration from the 
Par East is detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the United States, not be- 
cause it has heretofore been so ex- 
tensive in numbers, but because o£ 
its peculiar effect upon the economic 
conditions and the possibilities of 
an almost unlimited increase in vol- 
ume i£ left unregulated 
and un- 


checked. 
Our Oriental 
immigra- 


tion problem, arising more than a 
quarter of a century ago, has never 
been satisfactorily solved; the ex- 
clusion laws need many amend- 
ments, not in purpose, but in pre- 
scribed method. 


"It will be observed that 15,512 


aliens came to 
Continental from 


Insular United States during the last 
seven years—10,948 
from Hawaii, 


3,950 from Porto Rico, and 614 from 
the Philippines—and that of these, 
10,740 
landed at San 
Francisco, 


3,910 at New York, and 631 at Se- 
attle." Referring to Hawaii, the re- 
port says: "The thorough 'Ameri- 
canization of Hawaii is a matter 
which demands serious considera- • 
tion and careful and prompt action. 
It never will be accomplished, in 
my judgment, under the present in- 
complete, haphazard methods. Con- 
ditions should be made such as to 
invite the proper kind o£ laborers to 
go to Hawaii from our own country 
7 possible, and laws should be en- 
acted that would induce them to re- 
main there as part of a happy and 
contented population; anything less 
than this is not fair to Hawaii or to 
the mainland, especially so much 
x>£ the latter as is nearest to that 
territory. 


"The Philippines are too distant 


to be used with the same facility 
and frequency as Porto Rico and 
Hawaii as stcppingstones to the 
United States, nevertheless the Phil- 
lippines arc open to be used (and 
the attempt has already been seri- 
ously made so to use them) by 
aliens who would bo excluded at 
our home ports as likely to become 
public charges to gain the advan- 
tage of being examined at a port 
where, on the assumption that they 
entered—as they usually do not—to 
remain in the Philippines, they will 
not be so closely scrutinized or re- 
aped to come up to so high a stand- 
ard as would be the case were they 
applying at a mainland port"

The European war may check the 


tide of immigration temporarily. 
With the killing off of vast num- 
bers o£ men in Europe by the war 
room will be made for others there 
to take their places, but the terrific 
war taxes will drive thousands from 
the country and possibly will coun- 
terbalance the results from loss in 
lives. 
Of course, as long as the 


war is in progress few foreigners 
can come to America from Europe.

Canadian borders 
by immigrants 


cannot, be entirely checked, but un- 
less immigrants have money they 
are soon found out after they get 
into this country- The right to de- 
port immigrants is always main- 
tained by the government and is ex- 
ercised frequently against those who 
prove to be undesirable after com- 
ing here. When a man fails 10 take 
out naturalization papers aflcr com- 
ing to America he lays himself lia- 
ble to deportation any time any- 
thing comes up against" bis charac- 
ter.Records show the United States 
increased 769.276 in population in 


''l9T4. Altogether 3.21S.4SO persons 


were admitted, but G33.SC"> left the 
country again. Many of these were 
called back by the war. 


The report says concerning the 


immigration: 


"The last year lias indicated that 


immigration has apparently reach- 
ed the million mark permanently 
and unless some affirmative action 
is taken by the Federal Government 
to restrict, or steps arc taken by 
.European and other nations to re- 
duce the steady stream o£ persons 
leaving the various countries of the 
Old World, we need hardly expect 
that th? number annually entering 
the United States hereafter will fall 
far below one million." 


The gain in immigration for 1914 


was not as great as the gain in 1913. 
In that year 515,303 persons came, 
to America in excess o£ thoso who 
left 
Jn 1912 401.363 came here in 


excess of those who loft The Bal- 
kan wars and the Italian wars had 
a marked effect 
on 
immigration. 


During the Italian war and for many 
monUis after peace was concluded, 
the Italians returned home as fast 
as the ships could carry them. They 
had ambitions to be land owners in 
Tripoli which Italy was taking from 
Turkey and many o£ them, returned 
for patriotic motives. 
In the Bal- 


kan war many 
more returned to 


fight the Turk and also to sec if 
they could .iot profit by the expan- 
sion of the x&lkan slates. 


In 1914,12,494 persons were de- 


barred from entry at Ellis Island 
and other points o£ entry because 
o£ their physical deficiencies. 
At 


the same places 1,274 were debarred 
because they were- 
mentally defi- 


cient. 


The United States will not admit 


immigrants who are likely to become 
public charges. For that cause 15,- 
745 persons were barred from entry. 
Every person coming to the United 
States lias to show enough wealth 
to enable him to live after getting 
in America. He cannot, have a posi- 
tion before coming here, because 
that is contract labor and is express- 
ly forbidden by law. Labor agen- 
cies in America have often employ- 
ed hundreds of Greeks in Greece, 
brought them to America and paid 
their entry fee. 
In America they 


sent them to remote railroad and 
mining camps and manufacturing 
towns and compelled them to work 
at hard labor. That is the reason 
for the abolition o£ contract labor. 
It. is only a form of slavery. It is 
believed that many bootblacks sell 
themselves to long years ot service 
in America so they can get. passage, 
money advanced to them. They are 
carctuily schooled 
before leaving 


home so they will lie to the immi- 
gration authorities and thus prevent 
ihrmsclves from being deported. 


CRIMINALS, ANARCHISTS A5T) 
WHITE Sli AVERS PEl'ORTKU. 


During the year 3,340 white slav- 


ers or white slaves were deported 
from the United States. A total of 
2.2SS persons were deported as be- 
ing immoral, crimina' or anarchists. 
The government cannot see its way- 
clear to turn itself into a vast re- 
formatory for all the criminals and 
a. poor house for the paupers. There- 
fore the government is forced to en- 
act immigration restrictive laws. 


•Other countries have laws far 


more drastic than ours. England, 
however, is very free. 
The varied 


races under English domain make 
it imperative that free laws be, en- 
acted. Many of ilie colonies, how- 
ever, enact laws in contrast to Eng- 
land's free laws. Canada docs not 
allow tbe free immigration oE Hin- 
doos and there has been friction, be- 
tween the parent, country because 
of the Canadian immigration laws. 


The most recent designation o£ a 


natural born citizen in England is 
as follows: 


Any person born within his Majes- 


ty's dominions and allegiance. 


Any person born out of his Majes- 


ty's dominions whose father was a 
British subject at the time nf that 
person's birth and either was born 
within his Majesty's allegiance, or 
was a person to whom a certificate 
o£ naturalization had been granted. 


Any person born on board a Brit- 


ish ship, whether in foreign or ter- 
ritorial waters or nnt. 


A child of a British subject is 


held to have been born within his 
Majesty's allegiance, if born in a 
place where his Majesty exercises 
jurisdiction over Britisli subjects by 
treaty, capitulation, grant, usage, 
sufferance, or other lawful means. 
But a child born in a ship of anoth- 
er nation is not to be deemed a 
British subject merely bceatisc the 
ship was in British territorial wa- 
ters at. the time. 


Section II. of the new act give* 


the following qualifications which 
must, be possessed by an alien who 
applies for a certificate of naturali- 
zation: 


He has 
cither 
resided in his 


Majesty's dominions . for not. less 
than five years or has been in the 
servioe of the crown for not less 
than five year? within the last eight 
years before the application. 


That ho is of pood charaetrr and 


has nn adequate knowledge of tbo 
English language. 


That he intends, if his application 


is granted, enncr to reside in his 
Majesty's dominions or to enter or 
continue in the service of the crown. 


Hcquiroment. "b" is'ncw. The res- 


idence required by the section is 
residence in the United Kingdom for 
not less than one year immediately 
preceding the application and previ- 


ous residence, either in the United 
Kingdom or in some part of hi§ 
Majesty's dominions for four years 
within the last eight years before 
the application. 


The third section of the act pro- 


vides that naturalized persons may 
receive "all 
political 
and other 


rights, powers and privileges" to 
which ordinary British subjects are 
entitled. The third section of the 
act ot settlement, which disquali- 
fies naturalized aliens from holding 
curtain offices, 
including member- 


ship of the privy council or of either 
Houses of Parliament, or any of- 
fice or place of trust, either civil .or 
military, will continue to have ef- 
fect, but only with regard to aliens, 
not with regard to 
naturalized 


aliens.

They will then, col- 
lectively, kill more than 2,000,000 
of our native wild birds annually. 
Then, by a simple calculation, based 
upon the preceding figures, we as- 
certain that cats destroy nativo 
birds in Iowa to the value of $6G.- 
000. at the minimum estimate. Tho 
question is, are the cats worth this 
amount? If so, ought they not to 
contribute something to the State 
to compensate for the loss of valua- 
ble Insect eating birds? It is pro- 
posed that this be done through a 
tax or license.

HIDES GOOD POINTS. 


The modesty of the centipede has 


prevented his good points from be- 
coming known. When he is dis- 
covered strolling across a floor he 
races out of sight so rapidly nj 
one gets a chance to see if his breath 
smells of flies, moscjuitoes and cock- 
roaches or of wool and babies. 


The centipede is so bashful he 


will not stop and meet a man face 
to face. He would never think of 
sitting beside Miss Muffet and claim 
any recognition. 


There is still another indictment 


against the centipede to which he 


' has pleaded guilty. He is hideous 


in appearance. 
In homes where 


ugliness is a crime the government 
entomologists recommend the death 
penalty. 
The centipede Is a no- 


torious jail breaker and cannot be 
imprisoned, and although he may 
be driven out of the house he will 
come back when the family is asleep 
or when the residents have gone on 
a iishing excursion. 


He loves dark corners and en- 


joys residing'in the closet with the 
floor mop or in a crack. back of 
the flour bin". 
His fondness for 


such places is, that cockroaches liko^ 
the same places and the 'centipede 
goes there to kill the cockroach. 
The cockroach has been proven an 
enemy of man in several instances. 
He is under indictment for spread- 
ing cancer and has a long police 
record written in the book of the 
entomologists. If the centipede did 
nothing but • cat 
little cockroach 


hearts he would be entitled to es- 
teem, yet the Department of Agri- 
culture gives a recipe for killing 
the centipede for those who cannot 
stand his uncanny appearance. 


The Agricultural Department bul- 


letin says fresh pyrethrum powder 
should be scattered near bathrooms, 
closets. 
cellars, 
conservatories, 


storerooms, in cracks back .of tho 
flour bin and in cracks ot the wood- 
en bed or anywhere else the centi- 
pede is accustomed to hide him- 
self.The reason the centipede some- 
times hides in the cracks of wood- 
en beds is because it is an excellent 
place to make fricassc of bed bug 
and he can find his prey in such 
places. If the bedbugs are not al- 
lowed to flourish around the beds 
and if the cracks arc filled wilh 
putty and painted over there will be 
no centipedes around. 


One more point is made by the 


t..:«molosists. 
If a" moist places 


are kept free from such objects as 
flower pots, mot's, dirty raps and 
similar thincs behind which 
the 


centipede can hide, he will aban- 
don the place. The centipede will 
not live in a place where ho cannot 
hide. 
The same thine is true "t 


the cockroach. The fly will live i" 
tho open. Init. he cannot, produce, 
yotinc unless IIP has a. crack or a. 
pi!c of trash in which to raise, them. 
Therefore, a clean house 
has no 


need for cenllp-dcs and cart pet 
alone very well without them. Centi- 
pedes often are found in cellars be- 
cause s"e.h places are. damp. They 
also "are found in decayed wood, 
hiil. they do not eat it. 


,\ »-oi»sin of Hie eontiprcl** eats d**- 


cayed wood and cajcs nelUing for 


such delicacies as cockroaches and 
the like. 
The centipede is slender, of gray- 


ish yellow color. It has a worm- 
like "body about an inch long.

It is questionable whether the 


centipede would over, unprovoked, 
attack any human being or other 
large animal, still if it is pressed 
with the bare hand or foot nr is 
causht between sheets in beds it 
will probably bite, and a."few r^es 
on record show that severe swelling 
and pain may result, for the insect 
belongs to a, poisonous group of 
centipedes. The wound can hardly 
be called dangerous, however, and 
prompt dressing with ammonia is 
recommended to alleviate the dis- 
agreeable symptoms. 


The classification of the centipedo 


ns a friend o£ man, or al least a 
near fricnO. calls to mind the recent 
introduction into the United Slates 
of the demon lly killer by Dr. Sliu?- 
crlaiul of Cornell.

The spider of Miss Muffct fame is 


hideous in appearance, but he docs 
nothing specially to frighten his 
victims. The spider traps bis vic- 
tims through his speed and through 
his skill in setting snares. Ho has 
plenty of eye.;? and is equipped with 
poisoii fangs. The poison of most 
STiidcrp is as deadly as that ot the 
rattlesnake, but it is in such small 
quantities it docs nothing more, than

The Springfield (Mass.) Board of 


Health (liir:) found several houw 
cats suffering with a disease xfhich 
they diagnosed as anterior polio- 
myelitis, or Infantile paralysis. It 
ac'emn likely, therefore, that cat* 
may ho spreaders ot this disease of 
children. Cats are also known to 
carry in their fur. alone with oth- 
er filth, the Kcrms of such disease*, 
na ringworm, tuberculosis, diph- 
theria, scarlet fevor and smallpox. 
In Minneapolis a boy was bitten .by 
a cat which was later found to be 
Infected with rabies (hydrophobia). 


Dr. Harry Morris found that the 


spores of the dreaded disease «n- 
thrnx were not digested and killed 
in tho alimentary canal of the do- 
mestic cat, but were found alive and 
, 


virulent in the faeces of the cat four 
days after the germs had been eaten 
with Infected food by the animal. 
Thus the cat under, appropriate 
conditions 
may 
disseminate 
the 


germs of this disease, although he- 
ing itself apparently immune. 


Making 3Ilcroscopes. 


Tho microscope has grown Irort 


a simple magnifying glass into * 
complex of lenses and means of ad- 
justment that has enabled traincS 
eyes to discover a world o£ infinl- . 
teslmal things undreamed of bel'or* 
. 


the instrument was perfected. 


There

nothing 
remarkable 


about the stand oh which the lense» 
are mounted, except the extreniB"--> 
accuracy that the sixty or seventy- 
' 


parts demand; hence the 
flnishms 
\ 


must be done by hand. Nearly 100-' 
\ 


screws are used in the stand alone, 
and some of them must be turned 
so exactly that an error of mors 
than 
one five-thousandth of an 


incli spoils the screw. One interest- 
Ing process is the "truing" of ,th» 
brass tubes. They are first formed- 
as nearly as they may 'be ot the 
right size and thickness: then they 
are pulled by a powerful machine 
over a steel rod set in a hole in a. 
steel plate. The space between th»- 
rim. of the hole and the rod deter- . 
mines the thickness of -the- tube, 
which is lengthened and hardened 
by tho operation, and made straight 
and uniform in thickness. 


Tho making of the lenses it still 


more important. The glass, which, 
is the very best of "lead flint," is 
received from the glassworks,, in. 
sma.ll slabs and bricks. The work- 
men split the slabs Into pieces ctf 
any required size by a small clr- . 
cular saw that has diamond dust 
hammered into its edge for teeth. 
Next tho men clip the detacher 
piece into circular form with shears, . 
and'hold tho rough block on a horl-. 
zontal grindstone until it Is worn, 
down to a smooth disk, of the prop- 
er sizo and thickness. Alter that It 
must be ground to a certain degree 
o£ either convexity or concavity, 
according to the service it is to per- 
form. That the men do pressing it 
on a rounded grinder if It its to bj 
concave, or within a oup-8h»pe« 
one if it is to be a convex- .lens. The. 
grinders revolve horizontally 
at 


high speed. Large lenses are held 
in tho fingers, but small ones ar« 
held In convenient holders, some- 
times in clusters. The workman ao- 
certains that tho proper ctirvatnra . 
has been reached by measurements, 
and docs his work so exactly that 
very few lenses fall to pass the first 
test. 
• 
' 
The right form having been ob- 


tained, tho lens'must next be pol- 
ished on buff wheels until it Jl 
transparent: and hero the strictest 
attention and skill are required, A. 
highpower lens is useless unless It 
brings the rays of light that pass 
through it to an absolute focus. Any 
irregularity in the curvature of the 
lens will interfere with that, be- 
causo the rays ot light will bend at 
a different angle there than else- 
where, and blur the image of tho 
object before the lens. How dell- 
cato this part of the process is ono 
can judge from the fact that a bif 
lens, such, as is used in an observ- 
atory telescope, can be spoiled it a 
man drags his thumb roughly 
across its surface. 


Finally the lenses arc tested and 


then mounted in the roicrwsoo^a. 
For the complete instrument one 
must in some cases pay 
$3,000— 


almost altbfcther for labor and 
skill, for the materials of the ex- 
quisite apparatus cost very little.

SIODESTY OP CENTIPEDE 
HIDES GOOD POINTS. 


The modesty of the centipede has 


prevented his good points from be- 
coming known. 
When he is dis- 


covered strolling across a floor he 
races out of sight so rapidly nj 
one gets a chance to see if his breath 
smells of flies, mosquitoes and cock- 
roaches or of wool and babies. 


The centipede is so. bashful he 


will not stop and meet a man face 
to face. He would never think of 
sitting beside Miss Muffet and claim 
any recognition. 


There is still another indictment 


against the centipede to which he 


' has pleaded guilty. Me is hideous 


in appearance. 
In homes where 


ugliness is a crime the government 
entomologists recommend the death 
penalty. 
The centipede Is a no- 


torious jail breaker and cannot be 
imprisoned, and although he may 
be driven out of the house he will 
come back when the family is asleep 
or when the residents have gone on 
a iishing excursion. 


He loves dark corners and en- 


joys residing in the closet with the 
floor mop or in a crack-back of 
the flour bin". 
His fondness for 


such places is, that cockroaches liko^ 
the same places and the 'centipede' 
goes there to kill the cockroach. 
The cockroach has be.en proven an 
enemy of man in several instances. 
He is under indictment for spread- 
ing cancer and has a long police 
record written in the book of the 
entomologists. If the centipede did 
nothing but - eat 
little cockroach 


hearts he would be entitled to es- 
teem, yet the Department of Agri- 
culture gives a recipe for killing 
the centipede for those who cannot 
stand his uncanny appearance. 


The Agricultural Department bul- 


letin says fresh pyrethrum powder 
should be scattered near bathrooms, 
closets, 
cellars, 
conservatories, 


storerooms, in cracks back o£ tho 
flour bin and in cracks of the wood- 
en bed or anywhere else the centi- 
pede is accustomed to hide him- 
self.The reason the centipede some- 
times hides in the cracks oC wood- 
en beds is because it is an excellent 
place to make fricassc of bed bug 
and ho can find bis prey in such 
places. 
If the bedbugs are not ah 


lowed to flourish around the beds 
and if the cracks arc filled with 
putty and painted over there will be 
no centipedes around. 


One more point is maOe by the 


entomologists.

.ire kept free from suc.li objects as 
flower pots. mops, dirty mss and 
similar things behind which

Birds and Their Protection") that a 
cat will kill on the average of llfty 
birds a year. They will then, col- 
lectively, kill more than 2,000,000 
ot our native wild birds annually. 
Then, by a simple calculation, based 
upon the preceding figures, wo as- 
certain that cats destroy native 
birds in Iowa to the value ot $66,- 
000, at the minimum estimate. Tho 
question is, are the cats worth this 
amount? If so. ought they not to 
contribute something to the State 
to compensate for the loss of valua- 
ble insect eating birds? It is pro- 
posed that this be done through a 
tax or license.

mestic cat, but were found alive and 
virulent in the faeces of the cat lour 
days after the germs had been eaten 
with Infected food by the animal. 
Thus the cat under appropriate

may disseminate the 


germs of this -disease, although be- 
ing itself apparently Immune.

largo animal, still it it is pressed 
with the bare hand or fool °r is 
caught between sheets in bods it 
will probably bite, and a. few '•ascs 
on record show that severe swelling 
and pain may result, for the, insect 
belongs to a, poisonous group of 
centipedes. The wound can hardly 
be called dangerous, however, and 
prompt dressing with ammonia is 
recommended to alleviate t-bc dis- 
agreeable symptoms.

a. simple magnifying glass into a 
complex of lenses and means o£ ad- 
justment that has enabled trained

about the stand oh which the lenses 
are mounted, except the extreme'-; 
accuracy that the sixty or seventy

screws are used In the stand alone, . 
and some ot them must he turned 
so exactly that an error ot more 
than one five-thousandth of an 
inch spoils the screw. One Interest- 
Ing process is the "truing" of .th» 
brass tubes. They are first formed 
as nearly as they may 'be o£ the 
right size and thickness; then they 
are pulled by a powerful machine 
over a steel rod set In a hole in a 
steel plate.

The making of the. lenses IB still 


more important The glass, "which 
Is the very best of "lead flint," is 
received from the glassworks,, in 
small slabs and bricks. The work- 
men split the slabs into pieces of 
any required size by a small cir- 
cular saw that has diamond dust 
hammered into its edge- for teeth. 
Next tho men clip the detached 
piece into circular form with shears, . 
and'hold thorough block on a horl-. 
zontal grindstone until it is -worn, 
down to a smooth disk ot the prop- 
er size and thickness. After that It 
must bo ground to a. certain, degree 
ot either convexity or concavity, 
according to the service it 1s to per- 
form. That tho men do pressing It 
on a rounded grinder if it .is to be 
concave, or within a cup-shape* 
one if it is to be a convex lens. The. 
grinders revolve horizontally 
at 


high speed. I*rge lenses are lield 
in tho fingers, "but small ones are 
held in convenient holders, some- 
times in clusters. Tho workman as- 
certains that tho proper curvature 
has been reached hy measurements, 
and does his work so exactly that 
very few lenses fall to pass tho first 
test-

taincd, tho lens'must next be pol- 
ished on 'buff wheels until it it 
transparent; and here the strictest 
attention and skill are reautred. A. 
highpower lens is useless unless !t 
brings tho rays of light that pass 
through it to an absolute focus- Any 
irregularity in the curvature of tha 
lens will interfere with that, be- 
cause the rays ot light will bend at 
a different angle there than else- 
where, and blur the imape of tho 
object before the lens.. How dell- 
c:ito this part ot the process is one 
can judge from the fact that a big 
lens, such as is used in an observ- 
atory telescope, can "DP spoiled it a.

Two years in succession I 
have put netting over toma limbs ot 
trees; and, while they blossomed all 
right, nary fruit; while on the sams 
tree, whera limbs were exposed to th*i 
aid of bees, plenty of fruit." 


Timely Spraying is Absolutely Necessary 


Especial pains should be taJcen to 


destroy tho eggs as well as the winter 
"flies" of the pear psylla.. as effective 
work greatly reduces the number of 
eggs deposited on the trees. 


In early spring while the inserts 


fire able to crawl they aro very slug- 
gish in their movements. 
This habit 


tnakes them very vulnerable tr- treat- 
ment and the grower should take full 
BJlvantage of it by so spraying that 
non« of the im-ects be allowed to es- 
cape. It is essential to wet thoroughly 
all portions of the trees and especial 
care should ba taken to force the 
liquid under tho loose bark and into 
all the cracks and crevices in the bark. 
One tree should be thoroughly sprayed 
before proceeding to another, for in 
balmy weather the flies may dodge 
quickly to the opposite side of tho 
tree. In planing this -work, be sure 
to select flays when there is no danger 
of tho spraying mixture freezing on 
the trees. 


The eggs about to hatch and the 


young nymphs' succumb easily to an 
application of lime-sulphur mixture. 
In this lies a very important hint to 
the fruit grower. 
The eggs of the 


psylla are laid principally during 
April and commence to hatch early in 
May or when the blossom cluster-bud? 
are beginning to separate at the tips. 
Most growers spray much earlier than 


this for tho San -Tose scale, but by 
postponing the treatment of pear or- 
chards until tho blossom clusters are 
well advanced one may deal an effect- 
ive blow against the psyila and with

find it better to go cautiously until he 
has gained a practical knowledge of 
the VniFineES.

Replanting the 


Woodlot 


Special effort should be made to se- 


cure the reproduction of the trees re- 
moved from the farm woodlot during 
the cutting season Just passed. 
In 


many cases sprouts are counted on for 
this reproduction and for certain pur- 
poses such as fuel, posts, and shelter, 
they can be relied upon to furnish the 
desired material. 
"When this second 


crop is cut in its turn, however, the 
old stumps have lost most, if not all of 
their vitality and unless some vigor- 
ous seedlings have grown up in the 
meantime, the value of the woodlot is 
greatly Impaired. 
Since it requires 


many years to build up a woodlot 
which has been allowed to run out, it 
is a wise plan to insure the production 
of some good healthy seedling treet 
each year by planting some seed of 
desirable species in the openings cre- 
ated by tho winter's cutting. 


During ea.rly life the sprouts, be- 


cause of the advantage of a. previously 
established root'system, will outstrip 
the little seedlings and may deprive 
them of the requisite amount of llgh 
for good growth.
